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HISTORICAL  NOTES 
1848  -  1944 

Anderson  College  traces  its  origin  to  one  of  the  first  institutions 
ever  established  for  the  higher  education  of  women  in  the  United 
States.  This  institution  was  an  antebellum  academy,  the  Johnson 
Female  Seminary,  opened  in  the  village  of  Anderson  in  1848.  It  is 
still  well  remembered  in  the  city  of  Anderson,  and  the  names  of  many 
of  the  older  families  of  the  community  are  to  be  found  in  surviving 
classrolls  of  the  old  seminary. 

During  the  Civil  War,  Johnson  Femeale  Seminary  was  forced  to 
close,  and  subsequently  the  stress  of  the  times  prevented  its  reopening. 
But  the  spirit  of  educational  enterprise  lived  on  in  the  community,  and 
in  time  a  new  generation  of  men  and  women  arose  to  carry  on  where 
the  older  institution  had  left  off.  The  outcome  of  their  effort  was 
the  present  Anderson  College.  Its  foundations  were  laid  in  1911,  and 
since  its  opening  in  the  fall  of  1912,  it  has  held  a  place  among  the 
recognized  colleges  in  the  state. 

The  College  was  founded  as  a  community  enterprise,  but  its  build- 
ers were  not  inspired  solely  by  local  pride;  they  felt  the  need  of 
combatting  the  influences  of  materialism  and  industrialism  upon  the 
life  of  a  little  town  fast  becoming  modern.  Though  a  community  enter- 
prise in  its  inception,  Anderson  College  soon  came  under  the  protection 
and  guidance  of  the  Baptist  denomination. 

In  November,  1910,  a  mass  meeting  of  citizens  instructed  a  com- 
mittee to  proceed  to  the  South  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  in  session  at 
Laurens,  and  to  offer  the  Baptists  of  South  Carolina  ^100,000.00  and  a 
beautiful  property  of  thirty-two  acres,  located  on  the  Boulevard  within 
the  city  limits.  This  committee  appeared  before  the  Convention  at 
Laurens  and  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  Anderson  urged  the  accept- 
ance of  the  gift.  The  Convention  voted  unanimously  to  accept  it, 
and  elected  trustees. 

TRANSITION  TO  A  JUNIOR  COLLEGE 

Anderson  College,  which  since  1912  functioned  as  a  senior  or 
four-year  type  of  college,  assumed  a  new  role  in  the  educational  pro- 
gram of  the  state  by  opening  in  September,  1930,  as  a  junior  college. 
The  decision  to  reorganize  as  a  junior  college  was  made  in  1929,  and 
in  that  year  the  change  was  ratified  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
Thus  Anderson  College  became  a  leader  in  South  Carolina  in  what  is 
considered  one  of  the  most  significant  developments  in  American  edu- 
cation in  this  century,  the  junior  college  movement. 
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Some  of  the  advantages  of  the  Junior  College  may  be  enumerated: 

1.  The  junor  college  offers  two  years  of  regular  college  work 
paralleling  that  of  a  standard  four-year  college  or  university,  thus 
enabling  the  student  to  transfer  to  the  junior  year  without  loss  of 
time  or  credit. 

2.  The  junior  college  provides  terminal  courses,  designed  to  give 
training  on  the  college  level  which  will  prepare  the  student  for  a  voca- 
tion in  two  years. 

3.  Some  fifty  per  cent  of  the  students  of  the  four-year  college 
drop  out  after  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years.  The  junior  college 
gives  the  student  an  opportunity  to  complete  her  studies  and  receive  a 
diploma. 

4.  Since  administrative  officers  and  instructors  show  a  personal  in- 
terest in  each  student  and  provide  individual  guidance,  the  junior  college 
serves  to  bridge  the  gap  in  the  abrupt  transition  from  high  school  to 
college. 

5.  Small  classes  make  it  possible  for  the  students  to  come  into  close 
contact  with  the  instructors;  hence  many  succeed  in  the  junior  college 
who  would  fail  in  a  larger  institution. 

EDUCATIONAL  OBJECTIVES 

Anderson  College  was  founded  as  a  college  for  women,  and  as  regards 
its  boarding  accommodations  it  is  still  exclusively  such  an  institution. 
After  it  became  a  junior  college,  young  men  of  the  city  and  county  of 
Anderson  who  desired  the  advantages  of  college  education  in  the  local 
community  were  admitted  as  day  students. 

Anderson  College  has  for  its  aini  the  rendering  of  a  superior  service 
in  the  preparation  of  young  women  and  young  men  for  lives  of  service 
in  the  home,  community,  and  nation.  The  College  has  adopted  the 
policy  of  seeking  consecrated  Christian  teachers,  men  and  women  of 
broad  scholarship  and  culture,  who  hold  up  high  ideals  of  conduct. 

Curriculum  objectives  include  training  in  social  efficiency,  knowledge 
and  practice  of  laws  of  health,  vocational  and  avocational  guidance, 
and  the  development  of  a  rich,  varied,  and  abiding  interest  in  learning. 
Not  alone  through  a  curriculum  suited  to  the  varied  needs  of  individual 
students  but  through  the  fostering  of  spiritual  and  religious  ideals,  the 
development  of  social  life,  the  emphasis  upon  a  healthy  body,  and  the 
cultivation  of  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  are  students  prepared  for 
lives  of  service. 

SERVING  CHANGING  NEEDS 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to  send  out  graduates  trained  to  play  an 
active  part  in  preserving  the  best  in  American  life,  both  in  times  of 
war  and  in  times  of  peace.  Anderson  College  has  pledged  her  full 
cooperation  in  winning  the  war  and  in  rebuilding  a  better  world  after 
the  war. 
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An  accelerated  program  is  offered  through  the  regular  junior  college 
courses  which  prepare  the  student  for  a  vocation  in  two  years.  In  its 
terminal  curricula,  the  College  is  utilizing  every  resource  in  supplying 
the  need  for  stenographers,  business,  medical,  or  church  secretaries, 
accountants,  office,  filing,  or  reception  clerks,  nurses,  laboratory  tech- 
nicians, musicians,  radio  personnel,  teachers,  social  workers,  and  dieti- 
tians. An  intensive  one-year  secretarial  course  is  available  for  students 
who  wish  to  prepare  for  immediate  entrance  into  wartime  service  or 
civilian  defense  work. 

In  courses  in  liberal  arts  students  are  given  basic  training  for  transi- 
tion to  advanced  study  in  preparation  for  the  professions  or  specialized 
work.  Throughout  the  junior  college  program  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
equipping  the  student  for  the  responsibilities  of  service  today  and  in  the 
post-war  world. 

PERSONNEL  AND  GUIDANCE 

Adequate  personal  adjustment  for  every  student  is  the  aim  of  the 
junior  college.  In  keeping  with  this  standard,  Anderson  College  main- 
tains a  program  of  Personnel  and  Guidance. 

An  orientation  program  for  freshmen  is  conducted  the  first  week  of 
the  fall  semester.  Students  become  acquainted  with  the  ideals  and 
aims  of  the  College,  the  customs  and  traditions,  the  physical  plant  and 
the  social  life  of  the  campus  and  city.  Diagnostic  tests  and  inventories 
are  given  on  aptitudes,  subject  matter,  and  personality.  Physical  exami- 
nations are  given  to  every  student  and  academic  schedules  carefully 
planned. 

A  course  in  Personal  Adjustment  is  available  to  every  student,  but 
ir  is  especially  designed  for  freshmen.  The  three  essentials  of  indi- 
vidual adjustment,  academic,  vocational,  and  social,  are  studied  in  de- 
tail. Special  attention  is  given  to  such  matters  as  personal  appearance, 
tasteful  dress,  social  poise,  and  good  speech. 

Specific  academic  counseling  is  provided  for  every  student.  Students 
choose  their  advisers  from  members  of  the  Faculty  Guidance  Commit- 
tee. Each  instructor  is  available  as  a  counselor  to  all  students  enrolled 
in  his  department. 

Case  study  records  are  kept  for  each  student.  This  material  con- 
sists of  general  personnel  information,  scores  achieved  in  placement 
tests  and  personality  inventories,  records  of  extra-curricular  activities 
and  reports  relative  to  academic,  vocational,  and  social  counseling.  Par- 
ticipation in  extra-curricular  activities  and  in  the  cultivation  of  hobbies 
is  encouraged. 

Instructors  expect  their  students  to  use  clear  and  correct  English  in 
all  written  work  of  their  courses,  and  due  weight  is  given  to  this  phase 
of  the  work  in  making  out  grades.  Students  whose  English  is  unusual- 
ly defective  may  be  assigned  remedial  work  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Dean  of  Faculty. 
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SOCIAL  PROGRAM 

The  social  program  is  designed  to  give  practical  experience  in  leisure 
time  activities.  A  student  social  committee  plans  and  directs  a  suitable 
program  of  events  which  provides  opportunity  for  wholesome  self- 
expression.  With  a  limited  enrollment  of  resident  students,  every  in- 
dividual has  the  chance  to  participate  in  some  extra-curricular  activity. 
The  president  and  most  of  the  faculty  members  live  in  the  college 
dormitories,  and  the  association  of  the  entire  group  in  the  social  life 
of  the  College  makes  it  possible  for  every  student  to  form  many  new 
friendships. 

The  proximity  of  other  colleges  and  universities  affords  Anderson 
College  students  the  same  advantages  of  participation  in  social  activities 
which  are  found  in  coeducational  institutions.  Enjoyable  parties,  to 
which  students  from  neighboring  colleges  are  invited,  are  included  in 
the  calendar  of  events.  Throughout  the  year  joint  socials  with  the 
Clemson  cadets  are  arranged  under  the  supervision  of  the  Dean  of 
Women  and  the  Clemson  officials.  With  the  written  approval  of 
parents  and  guardians,  students  may  accept  week-end  invitations  off 
the  campus. 

Traditional  events  which  have  long  been  an  important  part  of  college 
life  in  Anderson  are  anticipated  as  Red  Letter  occasions.  October  Day 
is  a  surprise  holiday  granted  by  the  President  of  the  College  when  every 
one  can  sing  the  October  song.  To  introduce  the  tradition  of  hiding 
the  crook  the  Crook  banquet  is  given  on  Hallowe'en.  Christmas  First 
Night  ushers  in  the  holiday  season  which  is  climaxed  by  the  Yuletide 
Vesper  Service  and  Pageant.  Founders  Day  is  appropriately  ob- 
served on  February  14.  The  May  Day  festival,  given  in  the  campus 
amphitheatre  early  in  the  month  of  May,  is  followed  by  the  series  of 
Commencement  activities. 

FREEDOM  FROM  INDEBTEDNESS 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  city  of  Anderson,  Anderson  College  paid  off  a 
long-standing  bonded  indebtedness  in  May,  1938.  Continued  progress 
is  inevitable  as  the  College,  free  from  debt,  devotes  all  of  its  energies 
toward  reaching  its  educational  objectives. 

STANDING  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

Anderson  College  is  officially  accredited  by  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.  Students  taking  the  subjects  required  by  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  or  Winthrop  College  are  admitted  to  full  junior  stand- 
ing in  these  state  institutions.  The  curriculum,  faculty,  and  equipment 
of  Anderson  College  have  been  examined  and  approved  by  the  State 
Department  of  Education.  The  preparatory  department  is  fully  ac- 
credited by  the  State  Department  of  Education.    The  College  is  a 
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member  of  the  American  Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  By  virtue 
of  these  standardizing  agencies,  students  are  given  full  credit  by  other 
colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States. 

PLACEMENT  SERVICE 

The  college  placement  service  is  carried  on  through  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Faculty.  Anderson  College  has  a  splendid  record  in  the 
placement  of  graduates  who  do  not  continue  their  study.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  many  secure  teaching  positions  after  completing  the  two-year 
course.  For  a  number  of  years  the  College  has  been  unable  to  meet 
the  demands  made  upon  it  for  graduates  of  the  department  of  Secreta- 
rial Science.  Other  graduates  hold  positions  in  the  fields  of  art,  church 
work,  journalism,  music,  nursing,  radio,  and  social  service. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

LOCATION 


Anderson  is  located  in  the  most  favored  portion  of  the  Piedmont 
section,  lying  in  one  of  the  two  thermal  belts  which  have  been  desig- 
nated by  the  Federal  Government  as  the  most  healthful  in  this  country. 
Ideally  situated  near  the  foot  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  the  city 
has  a  climate  which  is  cool  in  summer  and  mild  in  winter.  The  Col- 
lege, with  its  thirty-two  acre  campus,  occupies  a  commanding  elevation, 
a  mile  from  the  center  of  the  city  on  the  Boulevard,  which  is  one  of 
the  best  residential  sections.     A  bus  line  runs  to  the  college  entrance. 

The  community  of  Anderson  offers  the  advantages  of  a  cultured 
snd  prosperous  people  who  identify  themselves  with  the  institution  in 
a  whole-hearted  way.  The  life  of  the  city  embodies  the  best  traditions 
of  the  South.  Anderson  College  is  one  of  the  centers  of  the  com- 
munity life  of  the  city,  all  civic  movements  including  it  in  their  pro- 
grams of  co-operation. 

Paved  highways  approach  Anderson  from  each  of  the  points  ol  the 
compass.  The  cross-state  automobile  highway  running  through  An- 
derson is  Route  29,  and  Atlanta  is  only  one  hundred  and  thirty-three 
miles  west  on  this  highway.  Beginning  with  the  Arlington  Drive  in 
our  national  capital,  Route  29  takes  one  through  the  beautiful  Shenan- 
doah Valley  over  the  Alleghenies  into  the  heart  of  the  Sunny  South. 
Anderson  College  is  thus  made  accessible  to  Virginia,  North  Carolina, 
Georgia,  Alabama,  and  Florida  students. 

THE  CAMPUS 

More  than  a  hundred  oak  trees  grow  on  the  campus  which  is  land- 
scaped in  a  series  of  rising  terraces,  with  flower-bordered  walks  and 
driveways.  Wisteria,  dogwood,  a  rose  garden,  and  formal  memorial 
gardens  add  to  the  natural  beauty  of  the  grounds.  The  tennis  courts, 
athletic  field,  and  stone  fireplace  for  roasts  and  picnics  aie  located  on 
the  back  campus. 

BUILDINGS 

The  educational  plant  consists  of  five  modern,  steam-heated  brick 
buildings,  all  connected  by  colonnades.  The  buildings  include  the 
Administration  Building,  the  East  and  West  Dormitories,  Whyte 
House,  and  the  Auditorium  and  Dining  Hall.  The  President's  Home 
and  the  Lodge  are  also  on  the  campus. 

Administration  Building.  Four  tall  white  columns  mark  the  en- 
trance of  the  Administration  building.     It  accommodates  the  offices 
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of  the  President  and  Academic  Dean,  the  Business  OiEce,  Bookstore, 
parlors,  library,  home  economics  and  science  laboratories,  and  many  of 
the  classrooms. 

West  Dormitory.  West  Dormitory  houses  the  President's  apartment 
and  private  offices,  the  studio  of  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Music, 
the  infirmary,  and  faculty  and  student  suites. 

West  Colonnade  joins  this  dormitory  with  the  Adminstraiton  build- 
ing. The  postoffice  and  a  large  stone  fireplace  make  this  colonnade 
a  center  of  student  activity. 

East  Dormitory.  East  Dormitory  contains,  in  addition  to  faculty 
and  student  suites,  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women,  the  Art  studio, 
classrooms  of  the  Department  of  Secretarial  Science,  music  studios, 
and  the  gymnasium  and  recreation  room. 

Auditorium.  The  auditorium  seats  about  800  people.  The  stage 
is  equipped  with  up-to-date  lighting  units.  Music  studios  and  practice 
halls  are  also  in  this  building.  Daily  Chapel  is  held  in  the  auditorium. 
Concerts,  recitals,  plays,  lectures,  and  operas  are  presented  here. 

Dining  Room.  The  dining  room  is  attractive  and  spacious.  Tables 
seating  seven  students  and  a  faculty  host  or  hostess  are  used.  Once 
a  month  the  students  change  tables.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  for  all 
the  students  to  know  each  other  and  for  the  faculty  members  to  become 
acquainted  socially  with  every  student. 

Library.  The  General  Library  occupies  the  center-front  portion  of 
the  second  floor  of  the  Administration  Building.  There  are  over  six 
thousand  volumes  catalogued  according  to  the  Dewey  Decimal  system. 
A  trained  librarian  is  in  charge  and  student  assistants  are  employed. 
Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  is  a  part  of  the  first  year  English 
course.  The  use  of  the  Anderson  Public  Library  is  also  extended  to 
the  college  students. 

The  Dramatic  Loan  Library  is  located  in  the  Dramatic  Art  studio. 
This  library  was  granted  to  the  College  by  Samuel  Feench,  play  pub- 
lisher, as  a  loan  library  for  dramatic  groups  in  Anderson  and  nearby 
sections.  At  present  there  are  about  twelve  hundred  books,  consisting 
of  one-act  and  full  length  plays,  collections  of  monologues,  and  drama- 
tic scenes,  and  other  interesting  dramatic  material.  New  books  are 
being  added  to  the  library  all  the  time. 

The  Record  Library,  located  in  the  music  appreciation  room  in  West 
Dormitory,  consists  of  a  varied  and  extensive  collection  of  records,  all 
of  which  were  given  to  the  College  by  Wilton  E.  Hall.  Students  and 
faculty  members  have  the  opportunity  to  hear  recordings  of  the  best 
music  of  great  composers  in  this  listening  room. 

Whyte  House.    Whyte  House  is  the  home  of  Radio  Station  WAIM. 
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RADIO 

Daily  broadcasts  are  presented  from  the  Anderson  radio  station, 
WAIM,  whose  main  studios  are  located  on  the  Anderson  College  cam- 
pus. Student  broadcasts  are  prepared  by  the  classes  in  radio.  The 
musical  programs  include  selections  by  the  Glee  Club,  the  Motet  Choir, 
and  other  voice  students,  as  well  as  organ,  piano,  and  violin  numbers. 
Radio  experience  is  given  to  students  in  the  Department  of  Speech, 
in  the  Drama  Club,  and  in  other  departmental  clubs.  The  President 
of  the  College  and  faculty  members  are  heard  frequently.  Certain 
classrooms  and  studios  are  served  with  radio  reception  and  educational 
programs  may  be  heard  by  students  and  faculty. 

HEALTH 

The  health  of  the  student  is  considered  of  primary  importance  and 
is  under  the  care  of  a  competent  woman  physician.  Dr.  Olga  Pruitt, 
the  college  physician  since  the  opening  of  the  institution,  by  her  pro- 
fessional efficiency  and  untiring  interest  easily  wins  the  confidence  of 
the  students.  The  infirmary  is  under  the  immediate  charge  of  a  resi- 
dent nurse.  Regular  office  hours  are  held  for  consultation  with  any 
student  desiring  to  talk  about  matters  concerning  her  personal  health. 
All  indispositions  must  be  reported  at  once  to  the  nurse,  whether  they 
are  of  temporary  or  more  serious  nature.  Colds  and  headaches  and 
other  slight  disorders  are  treated  free  of  charge  by  the  resident  nurse. 
Cases  of  contagious  diseases  are  isolated.  In  case  of  serious  illness,  the 
parent  or  guardian  will  be  notified  at  once,  and  should  special  nursing 
or  hospital  service  become  necessary,  the  extra  expenses  must  be  borne 
by  the  parents  or  guardian. 

COMMUNITY  LIVING  1 

Rooms.  Students  live  comfortably  at  Anderson  College.  Dormitory 
rooms  are  en  suite — two  rooms  with  connecting  bath.  Four  students 
live  in  each  suite.  This  arrangement  is  especially  favorable  to  the  de- 
velopment of  desirable  living  and  study  conditions. 

Rooms  are  assigned  to  new  students  in  the  order  in  which  the  appli- 
cations for  admission  are  received  and  upon  payment  of  ^5.00  reserva- 
tion fee. 

Furnishings.  Each  room  is  furnished  with  two  single  beds,  a  study 
table,  a  dresser,  two  rockers,  two  straight  chairs,  and  a  built-in  closet. 

Students  provide  the  following:  bed  linen,  blankets,  counterpanes, 
towels,  curtains  (2  1-2  yards  long),  laundry  bag,  drinking  glass,  tea- 
spoon. 

Students  are  responsible  for  the  care  of  their  rooms.  Rooms  are 
inspected  daily  at  9:00  A.  M. 

Damage  to  furniture,  fixtures,  or  walls  is  paid  for  by  students. 

Laundry.     Arrangements  are  made  whereby  students  may  have  their 
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laundry  done  at  a  nominal  price.     Each  article  should  be  plainly  marked 
with  the  student's  name. 

A  pressing  room  is  provided  for  the  use  of  the  students.  Students 
do  not  use  irons  in  their  rooms. 

Vacations.  Dormitories  are  closed  during  Christmas  vacation.  Stu- 
dents may  remain  in  dormitories  during  spring  vacation,  subject  to 
special  holiday  regulations  of  the  College. 

Wardrobe.  Only  simple,  serviceable  clothes  are  in  keeping  with  the 
atmosphere  of  Anderson  College.  Cotton  prints,  and  sweaters  and 
skirts  are  popular  for  general  campus  wear.  Two  or  three  street  dresses 
and  an  evening  dress  meet  the  social  needs.  Emphasis  in  dress  is  put 
upon  taste  and  suitability  rather  than  quantity. 

Allowance.  Parents  are  asked  to  supply  the  students  with  only  a 
moderate  amount  of  spending  money.  Extravagant  allowances  are 
unnecessary. 

Students  making  bills  in  the  city  do  so  on  their  own  responsibility. 

IMPORTANT  REGULATIONS 

The  Dean  of  Women  keeps  in  close  touch  with  parents  and  guard- 
ians at  all  times.  All  instructions  in  regard  to  the  students,  and  all 
permissions  should  be  sent  by  mail  to  her  office.  Parents  are  urged 
to  study  the  catalogue  and  inform  themselves  about  the  regulations  of 
the  College. 

When  parents  give  their  daughters  permission  to  visit,  or  to  be 
visited  by  any  one,  such  permission  should  mention  the  names.  Par- 
ents are  asked  not  to  give  permissions  to  their  daughters  that  con- 
flict with  the   regulations   of   the   College. 

Students  are  expected  to  report  to  the  College  immediately  upon 
their  return  to  the  city  from  week-end  visits  and  vacations. 

If  boarding  students  ar-e  allowed  to  remain  in  the  city  or  to  visit 
friends  during  or  after  commencement,  the  parent  or  guardian  must 
give  the  President  written  notice  to  this  effect,  and  the  student's  bag- 
gage must  be  removed  from  the  College.  All  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  the  College  ceases  when  the  student  leaves. 

Students  keeping  money  or  jewelry  in  their  rooms  do  so  at  their  own 
risk.  All  money  should  be  deposited  in  the  college  bank.  Parents 
are  asked  to  send  money  to  students  only  by  check  or  postal  money 
order. 

Telegrams  and  telephone  messages  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Dean  of  Women. 

Students  are  expected  to  be  on  the  campus  at  6:00  o'clock  every 
evening.  Students  leaving  the  campus  after  6:00  o'clock  do  so  by 
special  permission  and  are  accompanied  by  chaperons. 

Students,  whose  academic  work  is  satisfactory,  may  leave  the  campus 
every  week-end.     Self-help  students  may  leave  every  other  week-end. 
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GOVERNMENT 

The  administration  desires  in  every  possible  way  to  stimulate  and 
encourage  self-government — that  is  to  awaken  in  each  girl  that  indi- 
vidual conscience  which  is  the  final  dictation  in  all  matters,  personal 
and  impersonal.  Recognizing,  however,  the  fact  that  no  parent  would 
be  willing  to  send  a  daughter  to  college  where  the  administration  had 
no  disciplinary  power,  the  Student  Government  Association  acts  with 
the  advice  and  oversight  of  the  Faculty  Executive  Committee. 

WITHDRAWALS 

The  President  of  the  College  is  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  request  the  withdrawal  of  any  student  whose  presence  in  the  College, 
for  reasons  of  health,  conduct,  or  scholarship,  does  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  administration,  or  whose  influence,  whether  by  word 
or  deed,  is  injurious  to  other  students  or  to  the  welfare  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

AUTOMATIC  WITHDRAWALS 

The  whole  spirit  of  Anderson  College  is  to  help  those  most  who  need 
most  help.  It  is  the  untiring  policy  to  encourage  students,  to  enter 
sympathetically  into  all  matters  of  particular  difficulty,  and  to  deal 
patiently  with  freshmen  during  their  period  of  orientation  into  college 
ways  of  study  and  recitation.  If,  however,  because  of  persistent  neglect, 
a  student  fails  to  make  satisfactory  progress,  her  parents  are  notified. 
If,  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester,  she  fails  in  as  many  as  two  of  her 
courses,  she  is  warned  by  the  Dean  of  Faculty  that  her  work  is  un- 
satisfactory. If  she  fails  in  as  many  as  three  of  her  courses,  she  is 
placed  upon  the  conditioned  list  for  the  second  semester.  If,  at  the 
close  of  college,  she  has  not  passed  on  as  many  as  fifteen  of  her  semes- 
ter hours,  she  is  not  permitted  to  return  the  following  year. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE 

Anderson  College  is  fundamentally  and  aggressively  a  Christian 
institution.  It  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  administration  to  engage 
teachers  who  hold  as  their  justification  for  living  and  teaching,  the 
privilege  of  encouraging  and  stimulating  Christian  principles  and  ideals. 

The  spiritual  atmosphere  of  the  College  is  marked  by  a  certain  defi- 
nite resolution  to  keep  moral  and  spiritual  values  in  pre-eminence.  Dr. 
Wilfred  T.  Grenfell,  of  Labrador,  after  visiting  Anderson  College, 
wrote  back  these  words  to  the  former  President,  the  late  Dr.  John  E. 
White: 

■"7  tried  to  emphasize  the  message  which  they  told  me  afterwards 
you  are  always  standing  for — the  influence  of  the  living  soul  as  the 
supreme  motive  power,  as  against  all  and  any  intellectual  attitudes."

Chapel.  Devotional  exercises  are  a  part  of  every  daily  chapel  pro- 
gram. They  are  conducted  by  local  and  guest  pastors  and  faculty 
members. 

Baptist  Student  Union.  All  the  religious  organizations  are  united 
under  a  Baptist  Student  Union,  wherein  the  religious  life  of  the  col- 
lege is  organized  and  directed.  The  B.  S.  U.  Council  consists  of  the 
elected  officers,  and  the  presidents  of  the  various  religious  groups  of  the 
College,  including  the  Sunday  School,  the  Y.  W.  A.,  and  the  B.  T.  U. 

Sunday  School  and  Church.  Students  are  expected  to  attend  regu- 
larly the  Sunday  School  and  church  of  their  choice  in  the  city. 

The  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary.  In  keeping  with  its  ideal,  the 
Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  seeks  "to  bind  together  the  young  women 
of  this  College  for  world-wide  service  for  Christ  and  unite  them  with 
young  women  of  like  interest  in  other  colleges  throughout  the  world." 

Baptist  Training  Union.  College  students  take  an  active  part  in 
the  Training  Union  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

Besides  the  religious  activities  carried  on  in  the  College,  the  President 
and  faculty  members  conduct  extension  work  in  the  state,  giving  part 
of  their  time  to  filhng  speaking  engagements  in  churches  in  cities 
and  towns  and  in  rural  communities. 

RELIGIOUS  EMPHASIS  WEEK 

A  Religious  Emphasis  Week  is  set  aside  each  session  for  a  series  of 
religious  services.  Friends  from  the  city  are  invited  to  join  with  the 
students  and  faculty  in  the  worship  of  chapel  and  vesper  services  during 
this  special  week.  Such  leaders  as  Dr.  A.  Paul  Bagby,  Mrs.  Jessie  Bur- 
rail  Eubank,  and  the  local  pastors  have  made  Religious  Emphasis  Week 
one  of  the  most  impressive  occasions  of  the  college  year. 

INTENSIVE  STUDY  OF  MISSIONS 

In  addition  to  the  regular  curriculum  of  the  Department  of  Bible 
an  elective  course  in  the  study  of  Missions  will  be  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  South  Carolina  and  its 
faculty  of  teachers. 
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STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 


STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION 

Anderson  College  students  have  adopted  a  careful  plan  of  self-gov- 
ernment. Every  young  woman  lives  under  regulations  made  by  the 
Student  Government  Association  and  approved  by  the  Faculty  Execu- 
tive Committee.  A  Student  Council,  elected  by  this  Association,  ad- 
ministers the  regulations,  and  in  cooperation  with  the  faculty,  fosters 
standards  of  culture,  honesty,  and  efficiency  in  the  college  life. 

DENMARK  SOCIETY 

Emphasis  at  Anderson  College  is  placed  upon  rewarding  good  con- 
duct rather  than  penalizing  unbecoming  behavior.  Membership  in  the 
Denmark  Society  is  granted  to  those  students  who  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  Christian  character,  a  constructive  quality  of  service  and 
leadership,  and  a  maximum  degree  of  individual  scholarship. 

BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  serves  as  a  link  between  the  student  and 
the  church.  Each  year  a  large  number  of  students  move  t^heir  mem- 
bership to  the  local  church  or  come  under  its  watchcare.  Through  the 
Ridgecrest  Club,  money  is  raised  to  be  used  in  assisting  with  the  ex- 
penses of  students  at  Ridgecrest  during  B.  S.  U.  week.  The  College 
is  well  represented  at  state  and  southwide  conventions  and  at  the 
spring  retreats.  Clemson  and  Anderson  sponsor  regular  B.  S.  U. 
programs  over  radio  station  WAIM. 

WOMAN'S  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

The  purpose  of  this  Association  is  to  encourage  love  for  play  that 
will  persist  in  post  college  days;  to  develop  sportsmanship  and  a 
healthful  attitude  toward  living.  The  W.  A.  A.  sponsors  tournaments 
and  competitive  games  between  the  classes  in  hockey,  soccer,  volley  ball, 
basketball,  baseball,  track,  tennis,  ring  tennis,  ping-pong,  badminton, 
horseshoe-pitching,  shuffleboard,  hockey-golf,  and  archery.  Its  recrea- 
tional calendar  includes  carnivals,  parties,  bicycling,  supper  hikes, 
skating,  tumbling  and  acrobatic  exhibitions.  A  well  worked  out  point 
system  provides  a  means  of  awarding  letters  for  participation  in  ath- 
letics. 

HONOR  SOCIETIES 

Phi  Theta  Kappa.  In  1932  the  Anderson  College  chapter,  Beta  Pi, 
was  granted  a  national  charter  by  the  Grand  Council  of  the  Phi  Theta 
Kappa.  This  junior  college  honor  scholarship  society,  corresponding  to 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  for  four-year  colleges,  has  chapters  in  numerous  ac- 
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credited  junior  colleges  throughout  the  United  States.  A  student  to 
be  eligible  must  be  within  the  scholastic  upper  ten  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  the  collegiate  department. 

The  International  Relations  Club.  The  International  Relations  Club 
of  Anderson  College  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Southern  Association 
and  has  been  since  its  organization  one  of  the  chief  extra-curricular 
activities.  Meetings  are  held  monthly  to  study  and  discuss  international 
problems  with  occasional  socials  and  inter-collegiate  gatherings. 

Alpha  Pi  E-hsilon.  Alpha  Pi  Epsilon  is  the  national  honorary  secre- 
tarial society  for  colleges.  Its  chief  purpose  is  to  professionalize  the 
status  of  the  college  trained  secretary.  The  society  stresses  superior 
achievement  in  stenography  and  encourages  its  members  to  carry  high 
ideals  into  business  relations.  The  Sigma  Chapter  organized  at  An- 
derson College  in  May  1941  is  the  only  chapter  of  this  national  or- 
ganization in  South  Carolina. 

Beta  Mu  Kappa.  This  is  an  honorary  Science  Fraternity,  open  to 
students  making  an  "A"  grade  in  science,  and  having  a  "B"  average. 
Monthly  meetings  are  devoted  to  discussions  and  experiments  of  scien 
tific  interest. 

CLUBS 

Town  Club.  The  Town  Club  is  an  organization  of  all  off-campus 
students.  Semi-monthly  meetings  are  held.  Campus  and  community 
projects  are  sponsored  from  time  to  time.  The  Club  helps  to  unify 
this  large  group  of  students  and  direct  their  campus  activities.  At 
the  close  of  the  year  the  organization  presents  a  valuable  gift  to  the 
College. 

The  Anderson  College  Glee  Club.  The  Anderson  College  Glee  Club, 
under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  Voice  Department,  plays  a  no>.r- 
worthy  part  in  the  college  life,  as  well  as  in  the  religious,  educational, 
and  social  activities  of  the  city.  The  Christmas  Vesper  service  is  an 
important  feature  on  the  college  calendar.  In  recent  years  the  club 
has  participated  in  four  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operas,  Gluck's  "Orpheus," 
and  Humperdinck's  "Hansel  and  Gretel." 

Drama  Club.  The  Drama  Club  is  composed  of  students  interested 
in  dramatic  art,  including  all  phases  of  play  production.  At  the  regu- 
lar meetings,  which  occur  twice  each  month,  one-act  plays  and  scenes 
from  larger  plays  are  presented.  Public  performances,  composed  of 
one-act  plays,  long  plays,  or  a  variety  program,  are  put  on  during  the 
year.  Recently  the  following  plays  were  presented  by  the  Club:  "Ladies 
in  Waiting,"  Cyril  Campion;  "Stage  Door,"  George  F.  Kaufman  and 
Edna  Ferber;  "The  Rector,"  Rachel  Crothers;  and  "Nothng  but  the 
Truth,"  James  Montgomery. 
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Commercial  Club.  All  students  enrolled  in  the  Department  of 
Secretarial  Science  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Commercial 
Club.  At  the  monthly  meetings  varied  programs  are  presented  at 
which  the  members  discuss  the  opportunities  and  problems  relating  to 
their  chosen  field.  Frequently,  outside  speakers  who  have  achieved 
success  in  the  business  world,  are  secured  for  the  regular  meetings.  So- 
cial occasions  are  enjoyed  by  the  students  and  their  friends  from  neigh- 
boring colleges. 

Junior  Homemakers  Association.  The  organization  of  a  collegiate 
chapter  of  the  Junior  Homemakers  Association  in  Anderson  College 
was  completed  in  October,  1943.  The  letters,  J.  H.  A.,  not  only  desig- 
nate the  name  of  the  organization  but  also  stand  for  the  qualities  of 
every  good  homemaker.  Judgment,  Health,  and  Achievement.  In  order 
to  receive  a  bid  to  the  J.  H.  A.,  a  student  must  have  a  scholastic 
average  of  "B"  and  show  an  interest  in  home  economics  as  well  as 
possess  qualities  of  leadership,  loyalty,  and  high  moral  character. 

Hobby  Club.  The  Hobby  Club  is  an  informal  organization  which 
has  for  its  aim  the  encouragement  and  cultivation  of  a  hobby  for  every 
student.  In  conjunction  with  the  class  in  Personal  Adjustment  this 
club  sponsors  a  Hobby  Fair. 

Cosmopolitan  Club.  Students  living  outside  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  compose  the  membership  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Club.  It  is  a 
social  club,  which  meets  once  a  month,  with  programs  in  charge  of 
students  representing  their  home  state.  A  trip  to  the  mountains  or  to 
some  nearby  place  of  interest  is  a  part  of  the  yearly  program  of  the 
organization. 

STUDENT  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Yodler.  The  Yodler  is  the  campus  newspaper,  published 
monthly  or  more  frequently,  by  the  students  of  Anderson  College. 
Writing  for  the  publication  affords  opportunity  for  experience  to 
those  who  are  interested  in  journalism.  Every  student  receives  the 
newspaper,  the  subscription  being  included  in  the  student  activities  fee. 

The  Columns.  The  Columns  is  the  yearbook  published  by  the  stu- 
dents of  Anderson  College.  It  attempts  to  portray  and  record  in  per- 
manent form  the  varied  student  interests. 

Student  Government  Handbook.  This  book  is  published  annually 
by  the  Student  Government  Association.  It  contains  the  specific  in- 
formation which  students  consider  essential  for  orientation  and  adjust- 
ment to  life  at  Anderson  College.  A  copy  of  the  handbook  is  given 
each  student  upon  her  arrival. 

COLLEGE  HONORS 

College  honors  are  open  only  to  students  with  good  class  standing 
and  good  deportment. 
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In  order  to  be  eligible  to  represent  the  College,  or  any  organization 
of  the  College,  a  student  must  never  have  served  restrictions  and  she 
must  have  made  a  passing  grade  in  all  her  classes,  at  the  time  of  her 
nomination  or  election  to  such  office  or  position,  and  said  passing  grade 
must  be  maintained  throughout  her  term  of  office.  By  failure  to  meet 
one  of  these  standards  she  automatically  forfeits  her  right  to  continue 
to  hold  such  position  of  honor  or  trust.  The  Student  Government 
constitution  provides  that  all  nominations  for  offices  of  trust  and  honor 
are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  Executive  Committee.  Elec- 
tions and  appointments  not  complying  with  the  foregoing  regulation 
are  null  and  void.  Among  positions  referred  to  in  this  regulation  may 
be  mentioned  appearance  on  public  programs  or  functions  in  major 
roles,  the  holding  of  important  offices,  and  membership  on  the  Student 
Council. 

ALUMNAE  ASSOCIATION 

Anderson  College  has  an  active  Alumnae  Association  with  chapters 
in  this  and  other  states.  All  graduates  and  former  students  are  eligible 
to  membership  in  the  Association.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is 
to  keep  alive  in  the  hearts  of  all  former  Anderson  College  students  a 
vital  love  and  enthusiasm  for  their  Alma  Mater. 

The  College  welcomes  its  alumnae  at  any  time  during  the  year,  and 
extends  a  special  invitation  for  class  reunions  at  Commencement.  Col- 
lege regulations  must  be  observed  upon  all  such  visits.

ADMINISTRATION 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

The  entrance  requirements  of  Anderson  College  are  based  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools,  and  of  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Stu- 
dents will  be  admitted  without  examination  upon  presentation  of  cer- 
tificates from  accredited  high  schools  showing  that  they  have  completed 
fifteen  units  of  high  school  work.  Entrance  examinations  are  given  to 
graduates  of  non-accredited  high  schools  and  to  others  unable  to  quali- 
fy for  admission  by  certificate.  ' 

PRESCRIBED  UNITS  FOR  ADMISSION 

The  minimum  requirement  for  admission  is  the  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  a  four-year  course  of  not  less  than  fifteen  units  in  a  second- 
ary school  approved  by  a  recognized  accrediting  agency.  The  required 
fifteen  units  must  include: 

1.  Three  units  of  English. 

2.  Three  or  more  units  as  a  Major  selected  from  one  of  the  fol- 

lowing groups: 
a.     A  classical  language. 

b.  A  modern  language,  other  than  English. 

c.  Social  sciences  (history,  civics,  economics,  geography,  so- 
ciology, general  business  science,  commercial  law,  problems 
of  democracy  and  citizenship.) 

d.  Mathematics. 

e.  Natural    sciences    (physics,    chemistry,    botany,    zoology,    gen- 

eral biology,  general  science,  physiology,  physiography) . 

f.  Commerce    (typewriting,    shorthand,     bookkeeping,      commer- 

cial law,  and  business  arithmetic) . 

3.  Two  or  more  units  as  a  Minor  selected  from  a  second  group 
listed  under  2. 

4.  Of  the  fifteen  units  required,  three  units  are  to  be  in  English, 
and  not  fewer  than  seven  units  from  No.  2,  groups  a-f,  including 
one  unit  of  history.  Any  remaining  units  may  be  selected  from 
any  other  subjects  accepted  by  an  approved  high  school  forits 
diploma. 

For  students  electing  mathematics  in  the  freshman  or  sophomore  year, 
mathematics  must  be  selected  (one  and  one-half  units  in  algebra  and 
one  unit  in  plane  geometry) .  These  units  will  not  be  required  of  stu- 
dents admited  to  the  Department  of  Secretarial  Science. 

A  student  who  expects  to  enter  a  specific  college  or  university  after 
completing  her  two  years  of  junior  college  work  at  Anderson  College 
must  be  certain  that  she  has  the  entrance  credits  required  by  that  specific

college  or  university.     The  Dean  of  the  Faculty  will  be  glad  to  check 
the  entrance  credits  upon  request. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  fifteen  or  more  acceptable  high  school  units  shall 
be  classified  as  a  freshman,  provided  such  student  enrolls  for  at  least 
twelve  hours  of  college  work. 

A  student  who  has  completed  a  minimum  of  twenty-four  hours  of 
standard  college  work  and  has  to  her  credit  fifteen  quality  points  may 
be  classified  as  a  sophomore. 

This  schedule  of  classification  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  all  class 
and  college  activities.  Official  class  rolls  must  be  obtained  from  the 
office  of  the  Dean  before  the  election  of  class  officers  or  class  repre- 
sentatives. 

Post-Graduate  Students 

Each  year  a  number  of  junior  college  graduates  return  for  a  third 
year  of  study  in  Art,  Home  Economics,  Music,  or  Secretarial  Science. 
A  student  may  plan  a  three-year  course  which  will  entitle  her  to  both 
the  junior  college  diploma  and  a  secretarial  certificate. 

Special  Students 

Mature  students  who  are  not  candidates  for  degrees,  may  be  ad- 
mitted as  special  students.  A  special  student  is  not  required  to  meet 
regular  entrance  requirements,  but  must  satisfy  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
that  she  is  capable  of  carrying  college  work. 

Advanced  Standing 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing  from  other  colleges  must  meet 
entrance  requirements  and,  unless  coming  from  another  college  of 
recognized  standing,  must  be  examined  in  the  subjects  for  which  they 
desire  credit. 

Students  entering  from  other  colleges  must  present  letters  of  hon- 
orable dismissal  from  the  institution  last  attended,  together  with  official 
transcripts  showing  specifically  the  subjects  pursued,  the  duration  of 
each  course,  and  the  grade  attained. 

GENERAL  ACADEMIC  REGULATIONS 

Grades 

At  the  end  of  each  semester  the  grade  of  each  student  is  sent  to 
the  Registrar's  office  by  the  instructor,  recorded  on  the  permanent  rec- 
ords of  the  College,  and  a  report  is  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of 
each  student.  Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  examine  these  report 
cards  and  co-operate  in  every  possible  way  with  the  College  in  order  to 
strengthen  points  of  weakness  and  deficiency.  Parents  can  render  valu- 
able assistance  by  a  hearty  sympathetic  co-operation. 
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A,  B,  C,  and  D  are  passing  grades;  E  means  conditioned,  but  with 
privilege  of  re-examination.     F  means  failure. 

The  semester  grade  represents  all  the  work  of  the  student  in  the 
course  concerned,  including  daily  recitations,  special  tests  and  examina- 
tions, and  the  final  examination. 

Requirements  For  Honors 

Any  student  who  maintains  an  average  of  2.50  quality  points  for 
each  semester  hour  of  credit  for  her  entire  course  of  study  shall  be 
granted  her  diploma  cum  laude;  any  student  who  maintains  an  average 
of  2.75  quality  points  for  each  semester  hour  of  credit  for  her  entire 
course  of  study  shall  be  granted  her  diploma  magna  cum  laude;  and  any 
student  who  maintains  an  average  of  2.95  quality  points  for  each  semes- 
ter hour  of  credit  for  her  entire  course  of  study  shall  be  granted  her 
diploma  summa  cum  laude. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  quality  points  per  sem- 
ester hour  credit  for  each  grade: 

Grade  Points  per  Credit 

Excellent    A  3 

Good B  2 

Fair    C  1 

Poor  D  0 

Condition  E  0 

Failure    F  0 

An  average  grade  of  C  is  necessary  for  graduation  with  recom- 
mendation. Deficiency  in  quality  points  may,  in  some  instances,  be  re- 
moved by  repeating  courses  on  which  low  grades  have  been  made. 

Examinations 

Regular  Examinations.  All  classes  are  examined  at  the  close  of 
each  semester.  The  examinations  do  not  exceed  two  hours  in  duration 
In  addition  to  these  regular  examinations,  class  tests  are  conducted  at 
such  times  as  the  instructor  in  charge  may  see  proper. 

No  student  may  be  exempted  from  examinations  by  any  teacher, 
and  no  teacher  may  hold  an  examination  out  of  the  scheduled  time;  and 
the  final  examination  at  the  close  of  the  semester  must  be  based  on 
the  work  covered  by  the  course  during  the  semester.  All  semester  ex- 
aminations must  be  taken  on  "blue  books,"  which  may  be  purchased  in 
the  college  bookstore. 

Special  Examinations.  A  sophomore  who  has  any  condition  on  the 
work  of  the  second  semester  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  remove  the 
condition  during  the  first  three  days  of  the  week  following  the  second 
semester  examination  period.  For  such  examination  a  fee  of  ^1.00  is 
paid. 
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Second  Examinations.  A  condition  on  a  semester's  work  in  any 
course  may  be  removed  at  the  discretion  of  the  instructor  by  a  second 
examination  at  the  appointed  time  for  re-examination.  If  the  exam- 
ination is  satisfactory,  the  grade  is  raised  to  a  passing  grade,  but  no 
higher.  If  the  examination  is  not  satisfactory,  the  student  will  be 
required  to  repeat  the  subject  in  class  or  forfeit  the  credit.  For  such 
examination  a  fee  of  ^1.00  is  paid. 

CLASS  ATTENDANCE 

Regular  and  prompt  class  attendance  is  expected  of  all  students.  The 
following  regulations  concerning  class   attendance  are   enforced: 

1.  No  student  shall  receive  credit  in  a  course  in  which  she  has  been 
absent  for  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  time  for  which  the  course  was 
scheduled.  No  student  will  be  admitted  to  a  class  after  the  fourth 
week  of  the  semester,  except  in  extraordinary  cases,  when  the  Dean  may 
admit  a  student  on  recommendation  of  the  instructor  of  the  course. 
Students  entering  late  must  make  up  the  work  which  their  classes  have 
already  done. 

2.  All  excuses  are  handled  through  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Faculty, 
The  student  must  file  a  report  of  each  absence  with  the  Dean  of  Fac- 
ulty on  the  day  following  the  absence.  The  Dean  marks  the  absence 
either  excused  or  unexcused  and  sends  it  to  the  instructor.  If  the  in- 
structor receives  no  report  on  the  absence  by  the  time  the  student  returns 
to  class  for  the  second  time  after  the  absence,  it  is  marked  unexcused. 
For  each  unexcused  absence  two  shall  be  deducted  from  the  class  grade 
for  the  semester. 

3.  No  instructor  shall  excuse  any  student  from  attending  any  class 
under  any  circumstances.  AH  instructors  shall  be  required  to  keep  a 
record  of  the  daily  attendance  of  their  students  and  to  file  this  record 
along  with  each  of  their  grade  reports. 

4.  Parents  are  asked  not  to  withdraw  or  detain  students  from  any 
academic  duty,  except  for  reasons  approved  by  the  college  authorities. 
Application  for  special  exemptions  growing  out  of  emergencies  iri  the 
family  of  the  student  must  always  be  made  in  advance  by  the  parents 
to  the  Dean  of  Faculty.  All  dental  work  should  be  attended  to  before 
the  student  enters  college  or  during  regular  holidays. 

The  following  excuses  for  absences  are  acceptable,  under  the  regula- 
tions of  the  faculty: 

a.  Illness,  certified  by  the  college  infirmary,  parents,  or  physician; 
b.  Marriage  or  death  in  the  family;  c.  Leave  of  absence  to  represent 
the  college  officially,  provided  the  class  standing  of  the  student  is  satis- 
factory. 

5.  Instructors  report  to  the  Dean  of  Faculty  all  students  who  have  an 
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excessive  number  of  absences  which  in  their  opinion  seem  to  lower  the 
efficiency  or  endanger  the  grade  standing  of  the  student.  Followinc 
such  a  report  by  the  instructor,  the  parents  are  notified  of  these  ab- 
sences on  a  special  form  printed  for  that  purpose. 

6.  For  an  unexcused  absence  on  the  day  before  or  after  any  hoUday 
or  on  the  day  of  a  previously  announced  test  four  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  class  grade  for  the  semester.  Unexcused  absences  not  only 
carry  a  reduction  in  grades,  but  in  accordance  with  Student  Government 
regulations,  inflict  two  major  points  for  each  absence.  Three  tardics 
constitute  an  unexcused  absence. 

7.  The  following  absences  from  classes  are  permitted  without  penalty: 

a.  Each  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  College  after  her  last 
Friday  morning  class  once  each  semester.  These  permissible  absences 
are  not  intended  to  extend  holidays;  they  are  intended  for  emergency 
cases  only. 

b.  Each  student  whose  average  grade  for  the  previous  semester  is 
B  or  above,  and  who  has  not  failed  in  any  subject,  will  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  College  after  the  last  Friday  morning  class  twice  each  semes- 
ter. Two  long  week-ends  should  not  be  taken  in  the  same  quarter. 
These  privileges  may  be  withdrawn  if  the  student  at  the  close  of  any 
grading  period  is  doing  unsatisfactory  work.  A  student  will  not  take 
a  long  week-end  if  by  doing  so  she  must  miss  a  class  in  which  she  has 
been  absent  for  the  number  of  times  which  the  class  meets  a  week,  ex- 
cept upon  recommendation  of  the  instructor. 

8.  A  committee,  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty,  and  tF-  Dean  of  Women,  shall  constitute  the  Com- 
mittee on  Absence-^.  T'^is  committee  will  pass  on  ?.ny  case  requiring 
special  interpretati'-n.  All  ar-Iications  for  special  consideration  by  the 
committee  should  be  m^oe  well  in  advance  as  absences  must  be  marked 
excused  or  unexcused  immediately  following  the  return  of  the  student 
to  classes. 

9.  Any  student  who  is  ab-ent  from  r^a';s  without  excuse  for  six  con- 
secutive days,  or  who  drops  her  course  wi.hout  permission  of  the  Dean, 
will  by  such  action  forfeit  her  college  standing.  After  notification  by 
the  instructor  in  charge  of  the  course,  the  Dean  will  notify  the  student 
that  she  is  dropped  from  college,  and  that  she  may  be  reinstated  only 
by  permission  of  the  Dean,  acting  with  the  instructors  in  charge  of  the 
student's  courses  for  the  current  semester.  Any  student  who  withdraws 
from  the  College  without  notifying  the  President  or  Dean  of  Faculty 

suspends  herself. 

Attendance  at  Chapel 

Attendance  at  chapel  service  is  required  of  all  students  in  the  College. 
For  each  unexcused  absence  from  chapel  a  quality  point  will  be  deducted 
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from  the  total  number  of  the  student's  quality  points.  A  student  who 
loses  three  quality  points  during  one  semester  may  be  placed  on  pro- 
bation. Such  a  student  will  not  be  considered  eligible  to  represent  the 
College  on  public  programs  or  functions  in  major  roles  or  to  hold  im- 
portant offices. 

REGISTRATION  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

Each  student  upon  arrival  at  the  College  should  report  to  the  business 
ofEce  where  an  initial  payment  is  made  and  a  matriculation  card, 
signed  by  the  Treasurer,  is  secured.  Instructions  for  classification  are 
given  by  the  Dean  when  the  student  reports  to  the  auditorium  for  con- 
vocation. The  student  next  reports  to  a  member  of  the  Classification 
Committee  for  consultation  and  arrangement  of  the  course  of  study. 
When  the  complete  program  of  the  course  of  study  has  been  approved, 
the  student  is  given  cards  of  admission  which  must  be  presented  to 
the  instructors  of  the  various  courses  indicated.  No  student  will  be 
admitted  to  a  course  who  does  not  present  a  card  of  admission.  All 
matriculation  cards  are  left  in  the  office  of  the  Dean. 

A  regular  charge  of  ^1.00  must  be  paid  at  the  business  office  for 
changes  made  in  courses  after  the  first  week  of  the  first  semester  or 
after  the  first  day  of  the  second  semester,  unless  change  is  made  on 
the  initiative  of  the  College  authorities.  No  change  in  registration  will 
be  permitted  without  the  approval  of  the  Dean.  Students  will  not  be 
excused  from  classes  dropped  until  the  instructor  receives  official  notice. 

A  subject  dropped  after  the  middle  of  the  semester  is  recorded  as  a 
subject  failed  if  the  grade  is  below  passing  at  the  time  the  subject  is 
dropped. 

The  College  reserves  the  right  to  withdraw  any  course  the  enroll- 
ment of  which  does  not  justify  its  continuance. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

The  Associate  in  Arts  Diploma 

Requirements  for  graduation  with  the  Associate  in  Arts  Diploma 
are  sixty-four  semester  hours  of  college  work,  including  the  work  re- 
quired in  physical  education.  A  minimum  of  as  many  quality  points  aj 
sem.ester  hours  credit  is  required  for  graduation  with  recommendation. 
Credits  of  students  who  fail  to  earn  this  minimum  of  quality  points  will 
be  transferred  upon  request  to  another  institution  but  without  recom- 
mendation. 

Candidates  for  the  junior  college  diploma  must  complete  at  least 
one  year's  work  in  Anderson  College. 

Sixteen  hours  of  recitation  work  a  week  are  expected  of  all  regular 
students.  The  minimum  is  twelve.  For  each  three-hour  literary  study 
taken  in  addition  to  the  work  required  for  each  year  a  charge  of  ^25.00 
will  be  made.     Credit  will  not  be  given  for  more  than  nineteen  hours 
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of  academic  work  a  semester,  exclusive  of  physical  education.     Only  by 
special  permission  of  the  administration  may  nineteen  hours  be  taken. 

In  addition  to  the  required  courses  for  the  Associate  in  Arts  Diploma, 
from  six  to  twelve  semester  hours  may  be  elected  in  any  one  or  in  a  com- 
bination of  the  following  departments:  Art,  Dramatic  Art,  Home 
Economics,  Music,  Secretarial  Science,  and  Speech.  The  number  of 
hours  allowed  will  be  determined  by  the  plans  for  further  study. 
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SUGGESTED  CURRICULA 


TRANSFER  COURSES 

The  following  Transfer  Courses  have  been  planned  to  prepare  stu- 
dents, working  toward  a  B.  A.  or  B.  S.  degree,  for  transfer  to  the 
junior  year  of  four-year  colleges  or  universities.  The  various  outlined 
courses  are  so  arranged  that  students  may  complete  the  same  work  in 
Anderson  College  that  would  be  completed  during  the  freshman  and 
sophomore  years  in  the  senior  college  or  university.  Changes  may  be 
made  as  necessary  to  fit  the  requirements  of  the  college  in  which  the 
student  contemplates  doing  advanced  study.

rV.    TWO-YEAR  SECRETARIAL  COURSE 

The  Department  of  Secretarial  Science  prepares  students  for  posi- 
tions such  as  private  secretaries,  church  or  legal  secretaries,  accountants, 
receptionists,  and  office  managers.  Students  may  take  courses  of 
varying  lengths,  depending  upon  the  amount  of  time  they  can  spend  in 
study.  Those  who  can  spend  two  years  in  college  may  complete  the 
two-year  diploma  curriculum  and  earn  junior  college  diplomas.  In 
addition  to  the  vocational  training  needed  for  entrance  into  the  busi- 
ness world,  the  student  is  given  social  and  cultural  training  necessary 
for  business  leadership.  The  Anderson  College  Placement  Service  has 
the  record  of  having  placed  hundreds  of  students  in  good  positions 
during  a  period  of  over  twenty-five  years  of  experience  in  training 
young  women  for  business  careers.  Students  entering  with  high  school 
training  in  secretarial  subjects  may  be  placed  in  advanced  classes  ac- 
cording to  ability.

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V.    ONE- YEAR  SECRETARIAL  COURSE

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 


The  courses  of  study  of  college  rank  are  designated  with  Arabic 
numerals.  The  courses  of  high  school  rank  are  designated  with  Ro- 
man numerals. 

No  credit  will  be  given  in  a  continuous  course  unless  the  work  be 
pursued  the  entire  year.  This  also  applies  to  work  in  the  special  de- 
partments. 

ACCOUNTING 

Miss  Margaret  Linney 

1.  Principles  of  Accounting.  Introduction  and  development  of 
fundamental  principles  of  accounting  are  taught.  The  course  includes 
a  study  of  theory  of  debits  and  credits,  books  of  original  entry,  posting, 
trial  balance,  financial  statements,  and  closing  entries.  Controlling  ac- 
counts, reserve  and  depreciation  accounts,  and  accruals  and  deferred 
items  are  introduced.  Two  workbooks  and  two  sets  are  completed. 
Single  proprietorships  and  partnerships  are  introduced. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Advanced  Accounting.  Emphasis  is  given  to  the  corporation  as 
a  form  of  business  organization.  Forms  and  records  used  by  large 
business  units  are  introduced.  Social  Security  Accounting  is  included. 
Prerequisite:     Accounting  1  or  equivalent. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

ART 
Mrs.  Boulware 

1.  Drawing.  The  work  is  based  on  the  following:  color,  drawing, 
design,  printing,  posters,  construction,  and  picture  study.  The  course 
includes  industrial  art,  elementary  designing,  historic  ornament,  free- 
hand drawing  from  objects,  still  life,  and  casts;  fundamentals  of  line, 
tone,  and  color  (lights  and  shadows) ;  proportion;  and  sketching  from 
nature.  Assigned  readings  are  also  a  part  of  the  course.  The  mediums 
are  pencil,  charcoal,  ink,  crayon,  pastel,  water-color,  tempera,  and  oil. 
A  Certificate  in  Industrial  Art  is  awarded  the  student  who  completes 
this  course. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Drawing  and  Painting.  More  advanced  work  is  given  in  the 
study  of  figures,  construction,  landscapes,  and  still  life.  Sketching 
from  class  poses  is  included  with  making  of  different  plaques  and 
assigned  reading. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.   Six  semester  hours  credit. 
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3.  Commercial  Art.  Forms  of  technique  in  this  particular  branch 
of  art  comprise  color  theory,  lettering,  poster  advertising  and  decora- 
tive illustration,  costume  illustration,  and  life  drawing.  The  mediums 
are  pen  and  ink,  opaque,  and  water  colors.

BIBLE 
Miss  Copeland 

la.  Old  Testament  History.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give 
a  clear  and  consecutive  view  of  Old  Testament  history  in  its  broad 
outlines.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  periods  of  history,  brief  at- 
tention is  given  to  Hebrew  prophecy  and  literature. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

lb.  New  Testament  History.  This  course  is  introduced  by  a 
study  of  the  Roman  world  at  the  time  of  Christ.  An  account  of  Christ's 
life  and  teachings  forms  the  most  important  part  of  the  work.  This 
is  followed  by  an  outline  of  apostolic  history. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

DRAMATIC  ART 

Miss  Sullivan 

1.  Dramatic  Art.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  train  the  stu- 
dent in  the  technique  of  acting  and  play  production.  The  course  in- 
cludes dramatic  interpretation,  voice  and  diction,  pantomime,  make-up, 
radio  technique,  rehearsal  and  production  of  plays.  The  student  is 
given  experience  in  the  presentation  of  monologues,  in  taking  various 
types  of  roles  in  dramatic  scenes  and  plays,  and  in  radio  broadcasting. 
Dramatic  Art  may  be  chosen  for  elective  credit  in  courses  where  the 
electives  are  not  restricted. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Dramatic  Art.  This  course  is  a  continuation  of  Dramatic  Art 
1.  The  student  is  given  additional  experience  in  acting  with  the  op- 
portunity to  play  more  difficult  and  varied  roles. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

3.  Radio  Dramatics.  The  course  includes  voice  training  for  radio 
broadcasting,  microphone  technique,  practice  in  reading  dramatic  dia- 
logue, actual  experience  in  radio  broadcasting,  and  the  writing  of  radio 
scripts.  The  class  presents  weekly  programs  over  station  WAIM. 
Since  the  number  of  the  class  is  limited-  each  student  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  frequently  in  these  broadcasts. 

One  hour  a  week,  second  semester.     One  semester  hour  credit. 
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EDUCATION  AND  PSYCHOLOGY 
Miss  Paschal,  Miss  Ragsdale,  Mrs.  Taylor 

1.  Personal  Adjustment.  This  is  an  orientation  course  for  new 
students.  Such  topics  are  included  as  adjustment  to  college  life,  study 
habits,  health,  responsibilities  of  citizenship,  personality  development, 
and  vocational  guidance. 

One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.    Two  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Supervised  Teaching.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  pupil 
and  classroom  management,  methods  of  teaching  in  elementary  grades, 
observation  and  practice  teaching  under  supervision.  The  time  re- 
quired will  be  equivalent  to  that  of  a  three  hour  course  for  a  year. 

Six  semester  hours  credit. 

3.  School  Art.  This  course  embraces  the  teaching  of  school  art 
on  different  grade  levels. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PSYCHOLOGY 

Miss  Lucas 

L  General  Psychology.  In  this  introductory  course  the  topics  cover- 
ed include  the  nervous  system,  the  basic  reaction-mechanisms,  the 
commonly  recognized  mental  and  behavior  functions,  the  learning 
process,  individual  differences,  intelligence,  and  personality.  The  use- 
fulness of  psychology  in  relation  to  personal  efficiency,  adjustment- 
problems  and  other  phases  of  everyday  living  is  stressed. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit 

2.  Child  Psychology.  The  course  traces  the  development  of  be- 
havior and  of  mental  and  emotional  life  from  infancy  to  later  child- 
hood. Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  adjustment  problems  of  children 
and  related  questions  in  the  field  of  mental  hygiene.  Prerequisite: 
General  Psychology. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ENGLISH 

Miss  Copeland,  Miss  Lucas 

Miss  Pruitt 

L  English  Composition.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  develop 
the  ability  to  use  clear,  correct  English  in  speaking  and  in  writing.  The 
subject  matter  includes  letters,  reports,  discussions,  speeches,  vocabulary 
building,  and  selections  from  American  and  English  literature.  Train- 
ing in  library  methods  is  also  included. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 
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2.  Survey  of  English  Literature.  The  course  provides  a  survey  of 
representative  English  authors  and  their  most  significant  writings.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  training  in  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
great  works  of  Hterature. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  ytat.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

3.  Journalism.  In  this  introductory  course  a  general  survey  of 
newspaper  work  is  offered.  Attention  is  given  to  the  technique  of 
news  reporting,  feature  writing,  editorial  writing,  advertising,  and  page 
make-up.  A  study  is  made  of  representative  newspapers  and  of  current 
world  events. 

One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 

4a.  Shakespeare.  A  study  of  Shakespeare  in  connection  with  his 
hfe  and  times  is  made  with  intensive  work  on  three  or  four  plays. 
Study  of  character  in  relation  to  people  and  conditions  is  a  feature. 
AppHcations  and  comparisons  to  the  present  day  are  frequent.  A 
brief  history  of  the  drama  is  included. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

4b.  Contemporary  Literature.  A  brief  study  is  made  of  modern 
essays,  poems,  short  stories,  and  plays,  with  special  attention  to  one  or 
more  of  these  types.  Tendencies  and  standards  are  presented  and  con- 
sidered.    This  is  largely  a  reading  course. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HISTORY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

Mrs.  Brown 

HISTORY 

la.  Modern  European  History,  1500-1823.  This  course  traces 
European  history  from  the  Renaissance  to  the  end  of  the  Napoleonic 
Era,  or,  in  terms  of  Europe's  relation  to  the  Western  hemisphere,  from 
the  discovery  of  America  to  the  Monroe  Doctrine. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

lb.  Modern  European  History,  1823  to  the  Present.  This  is  a 
continuation  of  History  la.  Topics  treated  include:  the  Industrial 
Revolution;  development  of  democracy  and  nationalism;  imperialism; 
the  World  War;  peace  efforts;  new  economic  and  political  systems; 
economic  depression;  international  lawlessness;  World  War  II. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

2a.  Early  United  States  History.  The  development  of  American 
democracy  to  1860  is  studied.  Topics  treated  are:  European  back- 
grounds; the  transplanting  and  adaptation  of  European  culture;  the 
break  with  England;  the  establishment  of  government;  Jeffersonian 
Democracy;  sectional  conflict.. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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2b.  Later  United  States  History,  1860  to  the  Present.  This  is  a 
continuation  of  History  2a.  Topics  treated  are:  the  War  Between  the 
States;  Reconstruction,  North  and  South;  the  settlement  of  the  Great 
West;  the  Age  of  Big  Business  and  the  "Wave  of  Discontent";  the 
United  States  as  a  World  Power;  the  Progressive  Era;  the  World  War; 
prosperity  and  depression;  World  War  II. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

ECONOMICS 

Miss  Paschal 

1.  Introduction  to  Economics.  The  course  is  meant  to  furnish  in 
brief  form  a  general  understanding  of  fundamental  principles  and  pro- 
cesses in  our  economic  system. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

GOVERNMENT 
Miss  Paschal 

1.  Government  in  the  United  States.  This  is  an  introductory 
vourse  dealing  primarily  with  the  organization  and  functioning  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  It  also  includes  a  brief  study  of 
state  and  local  governments. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

SOCIOLOGY 
Miss  Ragsdale 

la.  Introduction  to  Sociology.  This  course  is  designed  to  furnish 
the  students  with  insight  into  social  situations  which  affect  them.  Topics 
treated  include:  personality  development;  collective  bahavior;  communi- 
ty and  social  organization;  basic  processes  of  social  interaction;  the 
problem  of  social  change.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  social  con- 
ditions in  the  South. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

lb.  Social  Problems.  Primary  emphasis  is  given  to  normal  prob- 
lems of  society  and  secondary  attention  to  pathological  problems.  For 
example,  as  a  part  of  the  large  problem  of  the  family  and  child  welfare, 
divorce  is  considered.  Other  problems  considered  are:  population; 
economic  security;  health,  mental  and  physical;  social  work,  private  and 
public;  social  planning. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

HOME  ECONOMICS 

Mrs.  Taylor 

FOODS  AND  CLOTHING 

la.     Foods.     This  is  a  survey  course  of  foods.     A  study  is  made 

of  food  values,  energy  requirements,  diets,  meal  preparation  and  table 

service,  and  table  etiquette. 
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One  lecture  and  four  laboratory  hours  a  week,  first  semester.  Three 
semester   hours  credit. 

lb.  Clothing.  Attention  is  given  to  clothing  selection  and  con- 
struction from  the  standpoint  of  appropriateness,  color,  budgets,  per- 
sonal hygiene,  and  textiles  as  related  to  clothing.  A  thorough  study 
of  fitting  problems  is  made. 

One  lecture  and  four  laboratory  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

2a.  Clothing.  A  study  is  made  of  clothing  selection  and  con- 
struction with  emphasis  on  individual  needs.  Study  of  the  commercial 
pattern  is  included.  Gsnstruction  methods  for  silk  and  wool  are 
stressed.     Prerequisite:  Clothing  lb. 

One  lecture  and  four  laboratory  hours  a  week,  first  semester.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 

2b.  Foods.  The  course  includes  problems  of  food  selection  and 
preparation,  with  emphasis  on  food  composition,  manufacture,  produc- 
tion, preservation,  and  marketing  of  foods.  Study  of  special  diets  for 
the  underweight,  overweight,  and  convalescent.  Simple  family  meals 
are  prepared.     Prerequisite:     Foods  la. 

One  lecture  and  four  laboratory  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 
Three  semester  hours  credit. 

3a.  Home  Furnishings.  Period  furniture  and  its  use  in  modern 
interiors  is  studied.  The  course  also  includes  a  study  of  color  schemes 
and  arrangement  of  furniture;  consumer  education  in  reference  to 
the  furnishings  of  the  home  and  financial  budgets  for  furnishing  a 
home  for  different  income  levels. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

3b.  Child  Development.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  family 
relationships;  the  infant's  schedule;  study  of  the  physical,  mental,  and 
social  development  of  the  pre-school  child.  Special  observation  of  the 
pre-school  child  is  included. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

RELATED  ART 

la.  Art  Structure  and  Design.  This  course  is  an  introduction 
to  the  fundamentals  of  design  and  the  principles  of  color  harmony  with 
their  application  in  appreciation,  creation,  and  selection.  Required  of 
all  freshmen  in  home  economics. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

lb.  Dress  Design.  The  course  embraces  application  of  art  prin- 
ciples to  dress;  problems  in  line  and  color  harmony;  individual  types 
and  their  problems  in  dress;  brief  study  of  historic  costume.  Pre- 
requisite:    Art  la. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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MATHEMATICS 

Miss  Paschal 

la.  Collge  Algebra.  Laboratory  hours  are  provided  according  to 
need. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

lb.     Plane   Trigonometry. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Plane  and  Solid  Analytic  Geometry.  Prerequisite:  Mathematics 
1. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

MODERN  LANGUAGES 

Mr.  von  Hasseln 

FRENCH 

1.  Elementary  French.  This  is  a  course  for  students  with  little  or 
no  previous  study  of  the  language.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the 
fundamentals  of  grammar  and  to  pronunciation. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Intermediate  French.  The  course  begins  with  a  rapid  review 
of  grammar  with  special  attention  to  pronunciation  and  vocabulary  and 
covers  the  readings  of  three  hundred  to  four  hundred  pages  of  standard 
prose.  Oral  and  written  work  is  given  on  topics  in  French  life,  in- 
stitutions, literature,  and  art.  Prerequisite:  French  1  or  two  units 
of  high  school  French. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

3.  Advanced  French.  Careful  reading  of  more  difficult  texts  is 
stressed  with  continued  study  of  synonyms,  idioms,  and  syntax.  Em- 
phasis is  placed  on  linguistic  fluency  and  accuracy  both  in  compre- 
hension and  in  reproduction.     Prerequisite:     French  2. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Six  semester  hours  credit. 

GERMAN 

1.  Elementary  German.  The  course  gives  the  essentials  of  gram- 
mar, abundant  oral  drill,  and  practice  in  easy  conversation  and  trans- 
lation. It  includes  the  reading  of  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  pages 
of  graduated  texts. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 
Not  given  in  1943-44. 

2.  Intermediate  German.  A  rapid  review  of  grammar  is  given 
with  special  attention  to  pronunciation  and  vocabulary.  The  reading 
of  three  hundred  to  four  hundred  pages  of  prose  and  poetry  is  required 
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with  oral  and  written  work  on  topics  in  German  life,  institutions,  litera- 
ture, and  art. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

SPANISH 

1.  Elementary  Spanish.  This  is  a  foundation  course  in  the  essen- 
tials of  Spanish  grammar  which  includes  the  pronunciation  and  reading 
of  easy  selections  from  Spanish  Uterature. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Intermediate  Spanish.  The  course  includes  a  thorough  review 
of  grammar,  reading  of  Spanish  literature  of  moderate  difficulty,  and 
translation.  A  study  of  the  life,  customs  and  culture  of  the  people 
of  Spain  and  Spanish  America  is  also  included. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Miss  Brown 

Requirements  and  Notes 

Four  semester  hours  in  physical  education  are  required  for  gradua- 
tion. Each  student  will  be  given  a  physical  examination  at  the  time 
of  registration.  Only  those  who  are  excused  by  the  college  physician 
will  be  allowed  to  take  special  assignments  in  place  of  the  regular  work. 
Those  excused  by  the  college  physician  will  be  required  to  take  hygiene 
and  enough  other  work  during  the  two  years  to  make  a  total  of  four 
semester  hours.  A  regulation  uniform  is  required  to  be  worn  by  all 
students  taking  physical  education. 

A  comprehensive  program  of  intramural  sports  is  arranged,  and  an 
effort  is  made  to  give  each  student  who  participates  in  athletics  an 
opportunity  to  play  on  one  or  more  teams. 

This  department  has  charge  of  the  May  Day  festival,  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  events  of  the  year,  given  in  the  campus  amphitheatre. 

1.  Recreational  Games  and  Sports.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  depart- 
ment to  help  each  student  to  acquire  a  degree  of  skill  in  several  ac- 
tivities that  will  be  enjoyable  during  college  years  and  during  leisure 
time  after  college.  The  following  activities  are  offered:  tennis,  arch 
ery,  softball,  basketball,  hockey,  soccer,  volley  ball,  hockey-golf,  track, 
tumbling,  ring  tennis,  badminton,  ping-pong,  shuffleboard,  and  horse- 
shoe pitching. 

Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.    Two  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Rhythmic  Activities.  Rhythmic  activities  may  be  elected  in 
place  of  Physical  Education   1. 

Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 
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3.  Personal  and  Community  Hygiene.  The  principles  of  personal 
and  community  hygiene  and  health  are  taught. 

One  hour  a  week,  first  semester.     One  semester  hour  credit. 

4.  First  Aid.  The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  give  training  in 
the  prevention  of  accidents  and  the  first  aid  treatment  of  accidents 
and  illnesses.  A  Red  Cross  Certificate  is  given  for  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  course. 

One  hour  a  week,  first  semester.     One  semester  hour  credit. 

SCIENCE 
Miss  Garner 

la.  General  Biology.  This  is  an  introductory  course,  including 
a  study  of  the  representative  animal  phyla,  from  the  simplest  form 
through  the  vertebrates. 

Three  lecture  and  two  laboratory  hours  a  week,  first  semester.  Four 
semester  hours  credit. 

lb.  General  Biology.  In  this  continuation  of  General  Biology  la 
the  principal  plant  groups  will  be  studied. 

Three  lecture  and  two  laboratory  hours  a  week,  second  semester. 
Four  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  General  Inorganic  Chemistry.  In  this  course  the  relationship 
of  chemistry  to  everyday  life  is  stressed.  The  course  includes  a  study 
of  the  fundamental  laws  of  chemistry  and  of  the  principal  elements 
and  their  compounds. 

Two  lecture  and  four  laboratory  hours  throughout  the  year.  Eight 
semester  hours  credit. 

3a.  Organic  Chemistry.  A  study  is  made  of  the  structure,  prop- 
erties, preparation  and  uses  of  organic  compounds,  including  hydro- 
carbons, alcohols,  ethers,  aldehydes,  ketones,  organic  acids,  amines,  sub- 
stituted acids,  dibasic  acids  of  the  aliphatic  compounds,  and  the  aromatic 
compounds  of  nitro-compounds,  amino  compounds,  sulphuric  acids, 
phenols,  and  others  of  the  aromatic  series.    Prerequisites:    Chemistry  2. 

Two  lecture  and  two  laboratory  hours,  first  semester.  Three  semes- 
ter hours  credit. 

3b.  Chemistry  of  Foods.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  the  chem- 
istry of  food  with  reference  to  the  food  requirements  of  man  and  the 
considerations  which  should  underlie  a  judgment  of  the  nutritive  values 
of  foods.  Especial  emphasis  is  placed  on  knowledge  of  the  four 
main  factors  of  nutritive  requirements — energy,  protein,  mineral  ele- 
ments, and  vitamins.  Laboratory  work  consists  of  analysis  of  common 
foods.     Prerequisite:     Chemistry  2. 

Two  lecture  and  two  laboratory  hours,  second  semester.  Three 
semester  hours  credit. 
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4a.  General  Physics.  The  subject  matter  of  the  course  includes 
mechanics,  properties  of  matter,  heat,  magnetism,  electricity,  sotmd,  and 
Ught.  The  apphcation  to  the  home  and  the  appliances  of  everyday  life 
are  especially  emphasized. 

Three  lecture  and  two  laboratory  hours  a  week,  first  semester.  Four 
semester  hours  credit. 

4b.     General  Physics.     Tliis  is  a  continuation  of  Physics  4a. 
Three  lecture  and  two  laboratory  hours   a   week,   second   semester. 
Four  semester  hours  credit. 

SECRETARIAL  SCIENCE 

Miss  Margaret  Linney^  Miss  Martha  Linney 

Miss  Paschal,  Miss  Prxjift 

1.  Introduction  to  Business.  Tlie  course  is  designed  to  give  a 
proper  perspective  for  understanding  why  business  is  organized  as  it  is 
and  how  it  operates,  with  emphasis  placed  upon  business  as  a  changing 
institution. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

2a.  Business  Mathematics.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  funda- 
mental principles  and  their  practical  applications  in  the  business  world. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  or  second  semester.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

2b.  Business  Correspondence.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  a  study  of 
vocabulary  elements  and  of  syntax.  Particular  attention  is  given  to 
types  of  business  correspondence.  The  forms  of  address  and  types 
of  business  letters  are  studied. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  or  second  semester.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 

3a.  Commercial  Law.  The  topics  discussed  include  source  of  law, 
contracts,  agency,  negotiable  instruments,  sales,  bailments,  landlord 
and  tenant,  partnership,  corporations,  and  insurance. 

Three  hours  a  week,  first  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

3b.  Office  Appliances  and  Management.  In  this  laboratory 
course  the  student  puts  into  practice  what  she  has  learned  about  secre- 
tarial duties.  The  problems  of  supervising  an  office,  handling  cor- 
respondence, and  assuming  responsibility  are  covered.  The  course  in- 
cludes a  study  of  office  machines  and  equipment,  and  filing. 

Three  hours  a  week,  second  semester.     Three  semester  hours  credit. 

SHORTHAND 

Miss  Margaret  Linney,  Miss  Martha  Linney 

L  Elementary  Shorthand.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the 
student  a   thorough   mastery   of   the   principles   of   Gregg   shorthand. 
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Training  is  given  in  the  reading  and  writing  of  shorthand  notes. 
Five  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Ten  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Shorthand  Dictation.  A  thorough  review  is  given  of  shorthand 
theory,  A  speed  of  eighty  to  one  hundred  words  per  minute  with  a 
high  percentage  of  accuracy  is  required.  Prerequisites:  Shorthand 
Theory  or  placement  test  equivalent. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

3.  Advanced  Dictation.  Advanced  dictation  and  transcription  are 
taught.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  mailable  copies.  A  dictation  rate  of 
one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  words  per  minute  must  be 
maintained  with  a  high  percentage  of  accuracy.  Prerequisites:  Shoft^ 
hand  Dictation. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

4.  Medical  Shorthand.  This  is  a  required  course  for  medical  sec- 
retarial students.  The  students  become  acquainted  with  medical  vo- 
cabulary building  and  learn  how  to  transpose  this  technical  terminology 
into   shorthand   symbols. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

SPEECH 
Mrs.  Pratt 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  develop  the  mind,  body  and  voice; 
to  give  vocal  interpretation  to  good  literature;  and  to  give  clearness, 
purity,  richness  and  beauty  to  the  spoken  word.  The  training  is  adapt- 
ed to  the  individual  need.  Students  in  the  Speech  Department  are  in 
demand  for  programs  given  by  various  organizations  in  the  community. 
They  are  also  frequently  presented  in  radio  programs  over  station 
WAIM. 

SPEECH 

1.  Fundamentals  of  Speech.  During  the  first  year  emphasis  is 
placed  upon  technique  and  laboratory  application.  Attention  is  given 
to  defects  of  speech  in  order  that  individual  faults  may  be  overcome. 
Extemporaneous  speaking  and  Bible  readings  are  included. 

Two  half  hour  lessons  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

2.  Oral  Interpretation  of  Literature.  The  student  is  taught  to 
cut  selections  and  to  arrange  programs.  Platform  art  and  public 
speaking  are  considered.  The  student  learns  to  appreciate  and  interpret 
poetry  and  passages  from  the  Bible. 

Two  half  hour  lessons  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 
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3.  Advanced  Speech.  Following  a  review  of  principles  a  study  is 
made  of  plays,  posings  and  pantomimes.  Character  work,  impersona- 
tions, dialect  reading,  costume  works,  and  musical  readings  are  in- 
cluded.    A  public  recital  is  given. 

Two  half  hour  lessons  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

4.  Advanced  Speech.  The  course  includes  a  study  of  monologues, 
cooperative  pantomime,  problems  in  voice  and  body,  tone  production, 
dramatic  spirit,  lyric  spirit,  and  platform  art.     A  public  recital  is  given. 

Two  half  hour  lessons  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Two  semester 
hours  credit. 

RADIO  SPEECH 

1.  Radio  Speech.  Every  modern  speaker  needs  at  least  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  technique  of  radio  speaking  because  he  is  likely  to 
be  called  upon  at  times  to  broadcast  his  remarks.  Classes  in  Radio 
Speech  are  held  in  the  studios  of  station  WAIM  which  is  located  on 
the  college  campus.  Rehearsals  are  required  before  students  are  al- 
lowed to  broadcast.  In  such  rehearsals  the  student  proceeds  with  the 
speech  before  the  microphone  just  as  if  the  program  were  on  the  air; 
the  difference  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  speech  is  transmitted  directly 
to  a  loud-speaker  in  an  adjoining  room  where  the  other  members  of 
the  class  are  listening  in.  The  rehearsals  serve  to  check  on  the  stu- 
dent's delivery,  the  qiiaUty  of  voice,  modulation,  rate,  and  the  perfect 
use  of  microphone  technique. 

One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING 

1.  Public  Speaking.  This  course  includes  development  of  the 
art  of  thinking  on  one's  feet;  platform  art;  conversational  form  de- 
veloped through  After  Dinner  speeches,  short  stories  and  topics  of  the 
day;  and  extemporaneous  speaking. 

One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 

2.  Public  Speaking.     This  is  a  continuation  of  Public  Speaking  1. 
One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Two  semester  hours  credit. 

TYPEWRITING 

Miss  Martha  Linney,  Miss  Payne 

1.  Elementary  Typewriting.  The  work  includes  introduction  to 
typewriting  technique,  rhythm  and  frequency  drills,  simple  tabulations 
and  speed  tests.  At  the  end  of  the  year  students  are  expeced  to  do 
straight  copy  at  forty  to  forty-five  words  a  minute  with  a  minimum  of 
errors. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Three  semester  hours 
credit. 
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2.  Advanced  Typewriting.  The  work  includes  mastery  of  type- 
writing technique,  tabulation,  and  speed  drills.  This  course  is  a  con- 
tinuation of  Typewriting  1  and  is  not  required  of  students  who  have 
attained  a  speed  of  forty-five  with  a  minimum  of  errors  and  who  have 
satisfactorily  passed  a  placement  test. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT 

Anderson  College  offers  two  years  of  fully  accredited  high  school 
work.  Students  who  seek  admission  should  present  upon  application 
a  transcript  showing  the  official  record  of  all  high  school  work  pre- 
viously carried. 

A  student's  yearly  schedule  consists  of  four  subjects  credited  as  one 
unit  each.  Under  certain  conditions,  however'  a  minimum  of  three 
units  and  a  maximum  of  five  are  allowed.  In  addition,  physical  educa- 
tion is  required  of  all  students  except  those  excused  by  the  college 
physician. 

Sixteen  units  are  required  for  graduation.  The  high  school  diploma 
will  admit  students  without  examination  ""o  all  colleges  and  universities 
that  receive  students  on  certificates.  The  preparatory  department  is 
fully  accredited  by  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

Classes  in  the  preparatory  department  are  small;  thus  teachers  are 
able  to  give  much  individual  guidance  to  students-  in  small  classes. 
Students  have  the  opportunity  of  choosing  electives  from  the  special 
departments,  Art,  Dramatic  Art,  Music,  Speech,  Home  Economics, 
and  Secretarial  subjects.  High  school  students  enjoy  the  many  ad- 
vantages of  living  in  the  college  community  and  of  participating  in 
the  athletic,  social,  and  club  activities.

DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 
Art 

I.  Graphic  Arts.  This  beginning  course  seeks  to  develop  in  the 
pupils  close  observation  and  ease  in  handling  objects.  The  mediums 
are  pencil,  charcoal,  ink,  crayon,  and  watercolor. 

Five  periods  a  week. 
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Bible 

III-A.     Old  Testament — A  narrative  and  historical  study   of  the 
Old  Testament  is  made.    Selected  passages  are  memorized. 
Five  periods  a  week,  first  semester. 

III-B.  New  Testament.  A  chronological  study  of  the  Life  of 
Christ  as  found  in  the  Gospels  occupies  most  of  the  time.  The  other 
books  of  the  New  Testament  are  briefly  examined. 

Five  periods  a  week,  second  semester. 

CIVICS  AND  PROBLEMS  OF  DEMOCRACY 

III-A.  dries.  This  course  treats  of  community  life  and  welfare, 
our  national  government,  our  relations  with  other  countries,  and  also 
deals  with  economic  and  industrial  problems. 

Five  periods  a  week,  first  semester. 

III-B.  Social  Problems.  This  course  treats  of  such  problems  as 
child  labor,  women  in  industry,  unemployment,  crime  and  punishment' 
marriage  and  divorce,  the  liquor  problem,  and  conservation  of  natural 
resources. 

Five  periods  a  week,  second  semester. 

rV.     Problems  of  American  Democracy. 
Five  periods  a  week. 

SECRETARIAL  SUBJECTS 

m.  Shorthand.  The  Gregg  system  of  shorthand  is  used.  Stu- 
dents learn  to  build  vocabularies  and  to  write  phrases  without  mental 
hesitation. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

IV.  Shorthand.  During  the  second  year  of  study  there  is  a  grad- 
ual increasing  of  speed.  The  pupil  from  the  beginning  of  the  second 
year  should  be  able  to  read  her  notes  fluently. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

III.  Typewriting.  In  typewriting  the  student  acquires  skill  in  the 
touch  system  and  studies  different  styles  of  business  letters. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

IV.  Typewriting.  Speed  occupies  an  important  place  in  the  course 
but  never  at  the  sacrifice  of  accuracy. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

English 

III.  Composition  and  Literature.  This  is  a  course  for  third  year 
high  school  students  which  includes  rhetoric,  elementary  composition, 
and  English  and  American  literature. 

Five  periods  a  week. 
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IV.  Composition  and  Literature.  A  study  in  English  literature, 
tracing  its  historical  development,  is  siipplemented  with  a  course  in 
composition. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

French 

III.  Elementary  French.  The  course  gives  the  essentials  of  gram- 
mar, abundant  oral  drill,  and  practice  in  easy  conversation  and  trans- 
lation. It  includes  the  reading  of  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  pages 
of  graduated  texts. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

rV.     Elementary  French.     This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  III. 
Five  periods  a  week. 

History 

I.  Early  European  Fiistory.  This  course  consists  of  a  survey  of 
ancient  and  medieval  European  history. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

II.  Modern  European  History.  This  course  deals  with  the  rise  of 
the  modern  states,  European  expansion,  the  development  of  free  in- 
stitutions, economic  progress,  and  social  change. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

III.  English  History.  A  study  is  made  of  English  History  from 
the  Roman  occupation  through  the  World  War. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

IV.  American  History.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  political, 
economic,  and  social  development,  through  the  period  of  the  World 
War. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

Home  Economics 

III.  The  beginning  course  includes  food  study  and  meal  planning, 
textile  study  and  clothing,  and  home  ideals. 

Five  double  periods  a  week. 

IV.  Advanced  food  study  and  nutrition,  design  and  dressmaking, 
and  personal  hygiene  and  home  nursing  are  studied. 

Five  double  periods  a  week. 

Mathematics 

I.  Algebra  to  Quadratic  Equations. 
Five  periods  a  week. 

II.  Algebra.     Second  year  algebra  is  studied. 
Five  periods  a  week. 
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III.  Plane  Geometry.  This  is  required  of  all  graduates  who  ex- 
pect to  elect  a  course  in  college  which  requires  mathematics. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

IV.  Advanced  Arithmetic. 

Five  periods  a  week,  first  semester. 

Music 

Credit  is  granted  for  elementary  theory  combined  with  instrumental 
or  vocal  performance. 

Texts:  .  Tapper,  First  Year  Harmony  and  Wedge,  Ear  Training 
and  Sight  Singing.  The  examination  in  piano  or  voice  will  be  the  one 
given  for  entrance  to  the  freshman  class  or  its  equivalent.  The  length 
of  time  required  to  attain  the  efficiency  to  pass  these  examinations 
differs  in  individual  cases. 

Physical  Education 

I-IV.     Physical  Education.     All  students  are  expected  to  take  some 
form  of  physical  education. 
Two  periods  a  week. 

Science 

I.  General  Science.     An  introductory  course  in  science  is  offered. 
Seven  periods  a  week. 

II.  Geography.  In  this  course  Physical  Geography  is  presented 
as  the  necessary  foundation.  Through  a  study  of  the  Economic  Sec- 
tion, pupils  are  led  to  an  understanding  of  industrial  and  commercial 
commerce.  In  the  Regional  Section  an  intensive  study  of  geography  of 
the  United   States   is   given. 

Five  double  periods  a  week. 

III.  Biology.  The  time  is  divided  between  the  class  room  and  the" 
laboratory,  individual  laboratory  work  being  done. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

Spanish 

III.  Elementary  Spanish.  The  course  includes  elementary  gram- 
mar, reading,  conversation,  composition. 

Five  periods  a  week. 

IV.  Elementary  Spanish.     This  is  a  continuation  of  Course  Ilf. 
Five  periods  a  week. 
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THE  SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC 

The  School  of  Music  offers  courses  the  aim  of  which  is  to  lay  a 
foundation  of  musical  knowledge  of  a  two-fold  nature;  (a)  to  give 
students  the  ability  to  appreciate  music  in  a  general  way;  (b)  to  furnish 
the  technical  training  necessary  for  the  professional  practice  of  music. 

As  a  vocation,  music  has  become  one  of  the  most  important  forms 
of  professional  life.  As  a  discipline,  as  a  means  of  intellectual  growth, 
and  as  an  aid  in  developing  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  music  is  being 
recognized  as  equal  to  any  of  the  accepted  studies  of  the  college 
courses.  Pupils  are  urged  to  avail  themselves  of  the  unusual  facilities 
here  presented  for  acquiring  that  symmetrical  culture  which  results 
from  the  study  of  literature  and  music  together. 

EQUIPMENT 

The   Music   Department   of   Anderson  College   is     unusually    well 

equipped.      The    studios    and    classrooms,  as    well    as    pratice    rooms, 

are  adequately  furnished;  the  auditorium  has  excellent  acoustic  prop- 
erties and  will  seat  800  people. 

CHORAL  TRAINING 

Members  of  the  Glee  Club  have  the  privilege  of  careful  training  in 
the  fundamental  principles  of  choral  singing.  Correct  pronunciation, 
purity  of  tone  and  elasticity  of  expression  are  stressed.  The  repertoire 
includes  unaccompanied  medieval  and  modern  church  music,  part 
songs  and  secular  choruses.  Those  showing  special  aptitudes  are  also 
given  the  opportunity  of  singing  in  trios,  quartets,  and  other  small 
ensembles.     Membership  is  open  to  all  who  pass  a  satisfactory  test. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  DIPLOMA 

In  addition  to  the  required  literary  and  theoretical  work,  a  candidate 
for  graduation  in  Piano,  Organ,  or  Voice  must  give  from  memory  and 
in  a  creditable  manner  a  public  recital  from  standard  works  selected  by 
her  professor  and  satisfactory  to  the  Dean.  A  Certificate  in  Piano 
will  be  given  to  students  who  have  completed  the  literary  and  theoretical 
work  together  with  the  course  in  Piano,  Organ,  or  Voice,  through  the 
junior  year,  and  such  students  are  not  required  to  give  a  public  recital. 
Graduates  in  Voice  and  Organ  must  have  completed  and  been  examined 
in  the  sophomore  work  in  Piano. 

All  students  who  present  themselves  as  candidates  for  graduation 
must  offer  fifteen  units  for  entrance;  however,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
classification  committee,  students  may  begin  to  specialize  in  Music  be- 
fore they  have  completed  their  entrance  work. 
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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC 

For  the  student  whose  musical  education  does  not  fit  her  to  enter 
the  college  freshman  class,  a  preparatory  course  of  carefully  graded 
material  has  been  worked  out  in  Piano,  Violin,  and  Voice. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  formation  of  correct  technic,  flexi- 
bility being  the  chief  foundation;  precision;  memorizing  and  intelligent 
interpretation. 

No  special  statement  can  he  made  as  to  the  length  of  the  prepara- 
tory course  in  Piano,  Voice,  or  Violin,  as  so  much  depends  upon  the 
talent,  industry,  and  other  personal  qualities  of  the  individual  student. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION 

Instrumental  and  vocal  instruction  are  given  in  private,  individual 
half-hour  lessons,  two  each  week. 

The  advantages  of  class  work — emulation  and  observation — are  pro- 
vided by  a  series  of  solo  classes  and  student  recitals.  The  student 
first  participates  in  informal  studio  or  departmental  progams.  She 
then  appears  in  recitals  in  the  chapel.  At  graduation,  she  gives  a 
complete  program.  Thus  she  sees  the  work  of  others,  gains  experience 
in  public  performance,  conquers  nervousness,  and  develops  poise  and 
control. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  these  classes  and  recitals  as  part  of 
their  regular  work,  and  to  take  part  when  their  instructors  so  direct. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PIANOFORTE 

Miss  Cronkhite,  Miss  Parris 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Pianoforte  includes  elementary,  inter- 
mediate, and  ad\'anced  grades  of  etudes  and  compositions  required  for 
systematic  development  in  execution  and  interpretation,  both  for  teach- 
ing and  artistic  performance.  Especial  attention  is  paid  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  musical  tone  and  a  refined  and  intelligent  style  of  playing. 
It  will  be  the  effort  of  the  teacher  to  adapt  the  instruction  to  the  per- 
sonal needs  of  the  student. 

Students  are  graded  in  Music  according  to  the  quality  as  well  as  the 
quantity  of  work  done.  Therefore,  upon  entering  they  will  be  classified 
only  tentatively  until  the  value  of  their  work  can  be  determined.  They 
will  be  assigned  to  teachers  according  to  their  achievement. 

Annual  examinations  before  the  Faculty  of  Music  are  required  of  all 
students  taking  the  regular  courses  leading  to  graduation. 

ORGAN 

Miss  Cronkhite 

To  enter  this  department  the  student  must  have  reached  the  grade  of 
sophomore  in  Piano.     The  object  of  the  department  is  to  prepare  or- 
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ganists  for  the  church  service  and  for  concert  playing. 

The  large  two-manual  Estey  organ  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  is 
used  by  the  students  of  the  Organ  Department.  This  affords  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  master  the  organ  in  its  every  phase. 

First  Year.  Henry  Dunham,  Organ  School,  or  Lemmen,  Organ 
School,  Book  I;  Rheinberger,  Trios;  Rink,  Organ  School,  Book  III; 
George  Whiting,  Preludes  and  Postludes.  Hymn  playing,  anthems 
and  masses  are  taught  throughout  the  year. 

Second  Year.  Lemmen,  Organ  School,  Book  II,  or  Rink,  Organ 
School,  Books  III  and  IV;  Bach,  Eight  Preludes  and  Fugues;  the  eas- 
ier Mendelssohn  sonatas. 

Third  Year.  Rink,  Organ  School,  Book  V;  Bach,  Preludes  and 
Fugues;  the  more  difficult  Mendelssohn  sonatas. 

Selections  from  the  works  of  standard  organ  composers  will  be 
given  throughout  the  course. 

Preparation  of  a  recital  program  will  partly  occupy  the  second  and 
third  years. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VOICE 
Miss  Culver 

The  course  in  voice  culture  is  intended  to  train  and  thoroughly 
equip  a  pupil  for  artistic  performances  and  teaching.  Students  are  pre- 
pared for  church  and  concert  work,  as  well  as  for  singing  in  their  own 
homes. 

The  course,  as  outlined,  occupies  four  years.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  breath  control,  pure  tone,  diction,  poise,  and  artistic  interpre- 
tation. Students  entering  from  other  colleges  will  be  given  credit  for 
the  work  they  have  completed,  providing  they  pass  a  satisfactory  test. 

Freshman.  Attention  is  given  to  posture;  physical  exercises  for  the 
development  of  breath  support,  and  control;  relaxation  of  throat, 
tongue,  and  jaw.  A  study  is  made  of  selections  from  "Master  Vocal 
Exercises"  by  Horatio  Connell,  sung  on  all  vowels,  with  other  exercises 
and  standard  vocalises  by  Marchesi,  Concone,  and  Vaccai.  This  is 
supplemented  by  the  study  of  simple  songs. 

Sophomore.  A  more  advanced  technic  is  developed  in  vocal  pro- 
duction, diction  (coordination  of  word  and  tone)  and  interpretation. 
Great  emphasis  is  placed  on  an  even  quality,  on  all  vowels  throughout 
the  voice.  There  is  a  continuation  of  phonetic  study,  specializing  in 
Italian  (or  another  foreign  language  if  chosen) .  An  analysis  of  song 
texts  is  included  and  a  general  survey  of  song  literature  suitable  to  the 
particular  voice. 

Junior.     The  course  includes   further   technical  study,  development 
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of  precision  and  flexibility,  phonetics  of  German,  acquirement  of  rep- 
ertoire and  style. 

Senior.  The  work  covers  advanced  vocal  technique;  velocity,  em- 
bellishments, French  phonetics;  finished  and  correct  diction  in  English, 
Italian,  French,  and  German  repertoire;  program  making;  platform 
deportment;  recital. 

At  the  end  of  each  year  of  study,  pupils  must  pass  an  examination 
based  upon   the  work  required. 

VIOLIN 

Mr.  von  Hasseln 

The  method  of  instruction  in  this  department  will  vary  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  individual  student.  It  is  based  chiefly  on  that 
of  Professor  Ottaker  Sevcik  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Vienna. 
It  embraces  also  the  principles  of  Wieniawski,  Leopold  Auer,  and  other 
great  teachers,  whose  resources  in  solving  the  intricate  and  varied  prob- 
lems in  violin  technics  are  drawn  upon  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
student. 

The  courses  are  as  follows: 

First  Year.  In  this  preparatory  course  Hohmann's  Practical  Violin 
School  is  supplemented  by  exercises  from  Secvik's  Opus  6.  The  Sevcik 
system  for  developing  both  right  and  left  hands  is  applied  from  the 
very  first,  and  the  material  arranged  in  such  easy  and  progressive  style 
that  advancement  is  certain.  Easy  pieces  in  the  first  position  are 
learned. 

Second  Year.  This  course  for  slightly  advanced  pupils  includes: 
first  five  positions;  Sevcik,  Opus  11,  Book  I;  studies  by  Wolfhart,  Sitt, 
Kayser  and  compositions. 

Freshman.  This  course  includes:  Sevcik,  Bowing  Technic;  pre- 
paratory studies  in  double  stopping;  scale  studies  in  seven  positions; 
pieces  and  etudes  employing  the  higher  positions  and  the  various  styles 
of  bowing;  and  pratice  in  ensemble  playing. 

Sophomoie.  In  this  course  for  advanced  pupils  School  of  Bowing 
Techyiic  is  completed.  Also  included  are  etudes  in  all  positions,  with 
double  stopping,  pizzicato,  harmonics,  and  solos  by  old  and  modern 
masters. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC 

Anderson  College  offers  the  first  two  years  of  Public  School  Music 
as  outlined.  See  page  66.  This  course  is  practically  identical  with 
the  first  two  years  of  the  regular  course  leading  to  a  Diploma  in 
Piano,  Organ,  or  Voice.  In  this  way  the  student  is  prepared  to  enter 
junior  work  in  Public  School  Music  in  any  college  offering  a  degree  in 
this  subject.

Public  School  Mustc 

The  course,  covering  one  year,  has  been  carefully  organized  t3  in- 
struct prospective  teachers  in  the  elements  of  music,  so  that  they  will 
be  able  to  teach  them^.  This  is  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  A. 
A.  degree  and  is  a  necessary  asset  to  the  grade  teacher's  equipment. 
No  tuition  fee  is  charged. 

Text:     Robinson,  Music  Fundamentals. 

Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Four  semester  hours  credit. 

Solfeggio  1 
Miss  Culver 

This  course  includes  major  and  minor  scales,  in  all  forms,  syllable 
drill  on  scale  and  chord  forms,  sight  singing  with  and  without  prep- 
aration, singing  from  both  treble  and  bass  clefs,  and  dictation.  Required 
for  the  Artist's  Diploma. 

Texts:  Root,  Books  I  and  II;  Wedge,  Ear  Training  and  Sight  Sing- 
ing. 

Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Four  semester  hours  credit. 

Solfeggio  2 
Miss  Culver 

This  is  a  continuation  of  Solfeggio  1  and  is  required  for  the  Artist's 
Diploma. 

Texts:  Wedge,  Ear  Training  and  Sight  Singing;  Damrosch,  Gart- 
lin,  and  Gehrkins,  Supplementary  Exercises. 

Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Four  semester  hours  credit. 

Harmony    1 
Miss  Cronkhite 

Scales,  intervals  and  triads,  with  figured  basses  and  harmonization  of 
melodies,  employing  the  use  of  triads,  dominant,  diminished  and  second- 
ary seventh  chords.  The  course  includes  practical  analysis  of  chords 
and  modulation  in  standard  compositions. 

Texts:     Foote  and  Spalding,  Modern  Harmony;  Tapper,  Harmony. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Harmony  2  and  Counterpoint 

Suspensions,  passing  tones,  organ  point,  harmonization  of  melodies 
and  chorals,  with  and  without  figuration  are  included  in  this  course. 
During  the  second  semester  simple  and  florid  Counterpoint  is  studied. 

Texts:     Foote  and  Spalding,  Harmony;  Jadassohn,  Counterpoint. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.   Six  semester  hours  credit. 
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History  of  Music 
Miss  Cronkhite 

This  course  presents  a  general  survey  of  the  progress  of  music  from 
the  primitive  beginnings  to  the  comphcated  tonal  structures  of  the  pres- 
ent day;  and  the  analysis,  discussions  and  illustrations  of  all  forms  of 
musical  compositions  by  means  of  phonograph  records.  Supplemen- 
tary reading  is  required. 

Text:     Finney,  History  of  Music. 

Reference:     Ferguson,  History  of  Musical  Thought. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Analysis  of  Music 
Miss  Cronkhite 

Flistory  of  notation,  accent  (natural  and  artificial),  rhythm,  tempo, 
embellishments,  and  acoustics  and  orchestral  instruments  are  studied. 
The  course  also  includes  analysis  of  song  and  aria  forms,  rondos, 
theme  and  variations,  the  sonata  forms,  the  sonata  as  a  whole,  and 
preludes  and  fugues. 

This  course  may  be  taken  with  Harmony  1. 

Texts:     Elson,  Theory  of  Music;  Tapper,  Analysis  of  Form. 
Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Music  Appreciation 

Miss  Cronkhite 

This  course  is  designed  to  train  students  not  only  to  listen  to  music 
more  intelligently  but  to  recognize  the  color  of  orchestral  instruments 
and  to  understand  how  music  developed  throughout  the  centuries  in 
choral,  instrumental,  and  orchestral  works.  As  an  aid  and  incentive 
to  music  appreciation,  advanced  music  students  are  given  the  privilege 
of  listening  to  broadcasts  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  on  Saturday  af- 
ternoons wich  special  study  of  the  score  and  the  librettos  as  preparation. 
No  tuition  fee  is  charged. 

One  hour  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Two  semester  houis  credit. 

Ensemble 
Miss  Cronkhite 

This  course  is  valuable  in  that  it  cultivates  self-control,  skill  in  read- 
ing at  sight,  steadiness  of  rhythm,  and  quick  adjustment  to_the  artistic 
needs  of  the  moment.  Four  and  eight  hand  arrangements  of  the  over- 
tures and  symphonies  of  the  classical  composers  are  studied  under  the 
direction  of  a  teacher,  and  practice  in  accompanying  violin  solos  and 
songs  is  included. 

Two  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Four  semester  hours  credit. 
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Public  School  Methods 
Miss  Smith 

A  study  is  made  of  theory  of  instruction  in  rudiments  of  music, 
music  appreciation  and  rote  songs,  preparation  of  definite  outlines  for 
use  in  actual  teaching  of  music  in  the  grades. 

Three  hours  a  week  throughout  the  year.     Six  semester  hours  credit.

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INCIDENTAL  FEES 

Extra  Subject.  For  each  three-hour  literary  course  taken  in  addi- 
tion to  the  work  required  for  each  year  a  charge  of  ^25.00  will  be  made. 

Diploma.  A  diploma  fee  of  ^5.00  and  a  cap  and  gown  fee  of  ^2.15 
are  charged  all  students  applying  for  a  junior  college  diploma.  A  fee 
of  ^1.00  is  charged  students  applying  for  a  Secretarial  Certificate. 

Student  Activities.  All  students  pay  a  student  activities  fee  of 
^4.00  which  includes  subscriptions  to  the  following  student  activities: 
Student  Government  Association  or  Town  Club,  Athletic  Association, 
class  organizations,  and  the  college  paper. 

Radio  and  Electrical  Appliances.  A  fee  of  ^2.00  a  semester  must 
be  paid  to  the  College,  prior  to  the  installation  of  a  radio.  A  fee  of 
^1.00  a  semester  is  charged  for  the  use  of  each  lamp  or  electric  bulb 
in  addition  to  the  one  furnished  each  room.  If  a  larger  watt  than  the 
one  furnished  is  desired,  a  charge  of  ^1.00  a  year  is  made.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  above  fees,  faculty  members  pay  a  fee  of  ^1.00  a  semes- 
ter for  each  electrical  appliance  used. 

Re-examinations,  Change  of  Course,  and  Transcripts.  A  fee  of 
^1.00  is  charged  for  each  re-examination.  A  fee  of  ^1.00  is  charged 
for  changing  or  dropping  a  course  after  the  first  week  of  the  first 
semester,  or  after  the  first  day  of  the  second  semester.  A  transcript 
fee  of  ^1.00  will  be  charged  for  each  copy  of  record  after  the  first  one 
has  been  issued. 

Post  Office.  A  rental  fee  of  ^1.00  is  required  of  each  boarding 
student  and  faculty  member  for  a  post  office  box.

One-hour  courses  in  music  appreciation,  public  speaking,  radio  dra- 
matics, and  a  two-hour  course  in  public  school  music  will  be  offered  as 
electives  toward  graduation,  without  charge. 

NOTES  RELATING  TO  EXPENSES 

Checks  and  drafts  should  be  drawn  to  the  order  of  Anderson  College. 

This  bulletin  with  its  pubUshed  announcement  is  to  be  regarded  as 
equivalent  to  a  contract  as  to  charges  between  the  College  and  its  pa- 
trons, and  no  agent  or  representative  is  authorized  to  promise  any  dif- 
ferent terms  of  payment  except  by  written  consent  of  the  President  or 
Treasurer.  No  former  bulletin  or  publication  shall  be  regarded  as 
authoritative  on  rules  and  rates. 

All  accounts  are  payable  when  due.  Statements  are  sent  to  parents 
at  the  beginning  of  each  semester.  No  student  is  permitted  to  attend 
classes  at  the  beginning  of  either  semester  until  a  deposit  has  been 
made  with  the  Treasurer.     Nc  examinations,  honorable  disniissal,  di- 
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ploma,  certificate,  or  transcript  of  credits  will  be  given  until  all  ac- 
counts with  the  College  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

Delayed  Entrance,  Protracted  Absence,  and  Withdrawal  From  Col- 
lege. Students  entering  college  two  weeks  late  or  more,  in  either 
semester,  will  be  charged  for  board  and  room  and  for  fees  and  tuition 
for  the  full  semester. 

Deduction  in  boarding  charges  will  be  made  on  a  pro-rata  basis  for 
absence  occasioned  by  sickness,  protracted  as  long  as  four  weeks. 

In  accordance  with  the  uniform  customs  of  reputable  colleges  all 
students  are  admitted  for  the  entire  session  or  part  of  the  session  un- 
expired at  the  time  of  entrance.  No  reduction  or  refund  will  be  given 
for  the  current  quarter,  therefore,  when  a  student  withdraws,  unless,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  College  Physician,  the  state  of  the  pupil's  health 
renders  such  a  course  necessary.  Pupils  who  withdraw  or  who  are  dis- 
missed for  any  other  cause  are  liable  for  the  expense  to  the  end  of  the 
current  quarter.  Students  not  returning  after  Christmas  will  be 
charged  in  full  to  the  end  of  the  semester. 

No  refund  is  made  in  the  case  of  day  students  taking  special  courses 
only. 

Students'  Bank-  The  College  does  not  advance  money  to  students. 
A  students'  bank  is  operated  for  the  convenience  of  teachers  and  stu- 
dents. Each  student  may  deposit  her  spending  money  and  draw  it  out 
as  needed.  Students  are  advised  not  to  keep  money  in  their  rooms.  It 
is  recommended  that  a  deposit  of  ^15.00  be  made  with  the  Bookkeeper 
for  books,  sheet  music,  stationery,  and  other  supplies.  Except  in  the 
case  of  sisters  rooming  together,  each  student  is  required  to  buy  her  own 
books. 

Bookstore.  The  College  maintains  a  bookstore  supplied  with  text- 
books, stationery  of  all  kinds,  paper,  ink,  and  miscellaneous  supplies. 
Textbooks  are  supplied  only  through  the  bookstore.  Purchases  must 
always  be  made  in  cash. 

Reductions  and  Concessions.  A  reduction  of  ten  per  cent  is  allowed 
on  all  charges  for  tuition  and  specials,  but  not  on  fees  and  board  when 
two  boarding  students  come  from  the  same  home  (sisters) ;  provided, 
however,  that  both  remain  in  College  for  the  entire  semester;  that  all 
charges  are  paid  when  due,  and  that  neither  student  holds  a  free  schol- 
arship. 

Two  day  students  from  the  same  home  are  allowed  a  discount  of  five 
per  cent  on  special  courses. 

Pastors  actively  engaged  in  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  whose 
daughters  are  students,  are  granted  a  discount  of  ^100.00  for  the  year 
if  the  student  is  a  boarding  student,  and  ^50.00  if  a  day  student.  In 
return  the  student  will  be  given  the  privilege  to  render  service  in  some 
self-help  position  requiring  not  more  than  an  hour  a  day  of  time. 
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The  trustees  of  Anderson  College  have  authorized  the  awarding  of 
twenty-five  honor  scholarships,  valued  at  ^90.00  for  the  year  for  board- 
ing students  and  ^40.00  for  day  students,  to  first  and  second  honor 
graduates  of  accredited  high  schools.  These  are  awarded  for  one 
year  only. 

Guests.  The  entertainment  of  visitors  is  a  privilege  granted  when 
convenient  to  the  management,  and  after  permission  has  been  obtained 
from  the  Dean  of  Women.  A  charge  of  thirty-five  cents  per  guest 
is  made  for  all  meals  except  Sunday  dinners,  which  are  fifty  cents.  A 
charge  of  fifty  cents  is  made  for  each  overnight  guest. 

Health  Service.  For  students  in  the  infirmary  the  College  furnishes 
ordinary  medicines  and  dressings,  and  the  services  of  a  nurse  and  a  phy- 
sician. When  special  prescriptions  are  required,  these  are  paid  for  by 
the  individual  student.  No  extra  charge  is  made  for  infirmary  ser- 
vices as  indicated  above  or  for  meals  served  in  the  infirmary. 

Courtesies.  There  is  no  student  admission  charge  for  lectures  and 
recitals  given  under  college  auspices.  There  is  no  fee  for  make-up 
examinations  and  quizzes  when  the  student  had  a  legitimate  excuse  for 
the  absence  on  the  original  date.  There  is  no  tuition  charge  for  train- 
ing in  the  College  Glee  Club.  There  is  no  charge  for  one  original 
transcript  of  credits.

STUDENT  SELF-HELP 

A  limited  number  of  students  are  employed  in  the  dining  room, 
telephone  office,  library,  and  various  other  departments  of  the  College. 
Compensation  depends  on  the  amount  and  type  of  work  done,  and 
varies  from  ^60.00  to  ^90.00  annually.  Self-help  students  mast  take 
a  minimum  of  nine  hours  of  work  each  semester  in  order  to  receive 
help  the  next  semester,  and  they  are  expected  to  make  their  next 
higher  classification  each  session  in  order  to  receive  the  scholarship 
the  following  session.  No  self-help  employment  is  available  for  students 
in  the  high  school  department. 

Scholarships  may  be  withdrawn  from  any  student  proving  unsatis- 
factory in  her  relations  with  the  College.
